_ gTRONG PROOF OF INCENDIARISM. 


Three different attempts to set fire to the 
Agricultural Building at the Worid’s Fair 
were made yesterday by tramps. The third 
of these was an exciting and dangerous suc- 


Gendreau, who was on duty at the Forestry | 


Building, saw the smoke pouring from the 
dome at the southwest corner of the building 
and ran to the post of Guard Allison on the 
inside and the two hastened to the engine- 
house atthe northeast corner to give the 
alarm. At the same time Policeman Holland, 
on duty near ‘the colonnade, and Policeman 
Sullivan on the bridge saw the smoke and 
Sullivan turned in analarm from the north 
entrance of Machinery Hall. 

The fire department was on the ground ina 
moment, and found flames and smoke burst- 
ing from the dome which forms the archi- 
tectural feature of the southwest corner of the 
building. The beautiful group, of statuary, 


representing plenty, on its summit was just* 


being wreathed in flame. The chemical en- 
gine, which was the first arrival, was taken 
into the gallery, and the fight to save the 
building began. 

The flames were then high up above the 
gallery. A forty-foot ladder was carried to 
the balcony, and by its use the firemen were 
able to reach the false roof of pine flooring, 
above which the fire was burniny. The boards 
were quickly cut through with axes and a 
stream fram the chemical engine was turned 
on the fire, but the small engine was unable 
to make any impression on the blaze. The 
burning brands and broken glass from the 
roof fell all about the firemen on the gallery 
and those on the ladder. 

The heat was intense. The thick roof glass 
became melted and dripped down like molten 
métal. The firemen worked in the midst of 
great danger of being struck by falling 
masses, flaming brands, and sections of the

Zimri Dwiggins, President of the Columbia 
National Bank and moving spirit of a chain 
of twenty-five financial institutions through- 
out Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, and Michigan, 
which were pulled down last May by the fail- 
ure of the local concern, passed last night in 
the custody of Pinkerton detectives. oduy 
he will be taken to Oxford, Ind., to answer 
to eighteen indictments returned by the 
grand jury of Benton County charg- 
ing him with violating many of the sec- 
tions of the Indiana banking law. 
Benton County is where Dwiggins got his 
start and first conceived the financial scheme 
that afterwaads made him notorious through- 
out the country.

This 
amount had been reduced by offset and other- 
wise by 847 1,000, leaving the amount due 
depositors about $1,000,000. He had paid 
a dividend of 25 per cent, leaving due depos- 
itors at the present time approximately $755,- 
000. He had paid the First National Bank of 
New York to recover bonds, which had been 
deposited there as collateral, .and to other 
banks the total amount of $150,000, This 
had been done to protect the assets of the 
bank to the fullest extent. There was now 
about $200,000 in depositors’ claims which 
had not yet been proved up. Judgment had 
been obtained on claims aggregating 8400, 
000. The face value of the assets of the bank, 
remaining unchanged, was $1,868,000. 

Judge Gilbert explained that an assessment 
of 75 per cent had been made by the Control. 
ler, payable Feb. 10. The capital stock was 
$1,000,000, and the assessment, if it could 
all be collected, should bring in $750,000, 
which would pay the depositors in full and 
leave the stockholders all the remaining as- 
sets. He did not think, however, that oyer 50 
per cent of that amount could be collected, 
and this would yield but $375,000, 

„Would it be possible to again assess the 
stockholders to make up for the amount not 
collected? asked an anxious man from In- 
diana. 

No; we cannot force the good stockhold- 
ers to pay on account of others not paying up 
their assessments. The assessingnt of 75 per 
cent covers the liability.“ : 

Judge Gilbert spoke of the numberless in- 
stances where they had demanded pay of 
sureties on notes and had been met with the 
claim that there was a defense. None of these 
cases had come to trial as yet and it was im- 
possible to tell how good tne defense might 
be. 

% There is no way to get rid of the receiver 
until the last depositor has been paid in full,“ 
said Judge Gilbert. He must remain in 
absolute control of the bank until that time. 
Of course, reasonable time for the payment 
of the assessment will be -given after Feb.

The receiver then told about the Mecca 
Hotel proposition, the title to which rested in 
the bank. That hotel had been erected on 
leased ground at a cost of $400,000. The 
ground rent amounted to $1,000 a month, 
the taxes to $8,000, the insurance was 
$2,400, and other expenses rendered the total 
expense of keeping up the property at $25,- 
000 a year. Thus far the hotel had not paid 
a cent of income to the. bank and the receiver 
had expended $25,000 a year in keeping it 
up. The hotel had been rented at the outset 
for $60,000 a year, but all the bank had got 
out of it was five or six big lawsuits. For 
the last three weeks, or up to the time of the 
fire, the hotel had paid its running expenses, 

It has been a question with us, the re- 
ceiver continued, whether to keep on with 
this expense of $25,000 a year or not. I 
would like a general opinion of you stock- 
holders as. to the best course to be pursued. 
It is of course’ largely in the nature of a gam- 
ble. You have now $400,000 in this project. 
It is no worse off than all other outside hotel 
property which was put up before the Fair. 
Atthe present state of hotel business the 
bank probably could get little out of the 
Mecea. It is likely that busmess will im- 
prove so that we might get, say, $200,000 out 
of it at the end of the year, and then again 
if business continues flat we might not get 
anything.“

Attorney Riddle’s Concessions May Cause 
the Entire Levy to Be Declared Ot by 
the West Park Board Rather than 
Force Many Persons to Pay a Higher 
Rate than Others=Riddle’s Bill May Not

Is a Precedent=Some of the Reductions. 


Douglas boulevard may not be improved 
under the specia! assessment imposed for that 
purpose and confirmed last July. At a joint 
meeting of the Judiciary and Finance com- 
mittees of the West Park Commissioners yes- 
terday F. A. Riddle’s bill for services as at- 


assessment was rejected. The assess. 
ment footings showed that compromises 
had been made by Mr. Riddle whereby 
a considerable proportion of the abutting 
property had been taxed amounts per front 
foot greatly below the sums imposed on other 
property. The total amount of the compro- 
mises was figured by the Commissioners at 
$30,000, although Mr. Riddle, who was pres- 
ent, footed it up $25,000. 

The Commissioners were dissatisfied with 
the explanation Mr. Riddle gave of the 
various compromises. Commissioner Gra- 
ham said a resolution would be offered to 
vacate the entire assessment at the next meet- 
ing of the full board. He believed it would 
pass. Collections of the assessment were 
about to be started and some contracts, it is 
stated, have already been let. Mr. Riddle 


says the compromises were necessitated by 
the circumstances. 


How the Assessment Was Made. 


The assessment proceedings were begun two 
years ago and a confirmation was reached 
July 8 last. An order was entered at that 
time by Attorney Riddle, who, as said, had 
charge of the court proceedings for the Com- 
missioners. The latter fixed the assessment 
at $17 a foot to. realize $260,000, which 
it was thought would be sufficient for the 
improvement intended. The asse-sment was 
made under the act of May 2, 1873, a feature 
of which requires the Commissioners to ob- 
tain written consent to the improvement from 
the holders of a majority of the abutting 
property. A large number of objections were 
filed and vigorously pushed in court. A con- 
siderable number, it appears, were compro- 
mised, | 

The list of these made up to be considered 
at the joint meeting contained some interest- 
ing items. Josiah Lombard’s assessment, it 
was shown, had been reduced from 85,083 
to $1,000. The Prescott estate was assessed 
818,000. This. assessment was cut in half. 
The estate of Michael Riley owns seventeen 
lots. They were assessed $425 each, buta 
rebate of $233 was given on each lot. oo 
bert Tree's tax was fixed at $3,825. It was 
cut down under the compromise to $1,912. 
Several other property-owners, it was shown, 
received equally large rebates, while the ma- 
jority paid the full amount of the assessment. 

The joint meeting was called in pursuance 
of an order introduced in the board empower- | 
ing the two committees to authorize the pay- 
ment of Mr. Riddle’s bill of $2,000 for his 
services. He was present by invitation. The two 
committees were represented by Commission- 
ers Graham, Moll, and President Garvy. When 
Mr. Riddle's bill was reached the list before

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CHINAMAN IS GRANTED CITIZENSHIP. 


Quon Loy Is Given Final Papers by a 
Kansas Judge. 

Kansas Ciry, Mo., Feb. 7,—[Special.]— 
Quon Loy, a Chinese merchant, has been ad- 
mitted to full citizenship by Judge Anderson 
in the Court of Common Pleas of Wyandotte 
County, Kas. Quon took out his papers 
four years ago, but never made application for 
the final ones until last week. Judge Anderson 
did. not find any clause in the exclusion 
act to prevent a good Chinaman from becom- 
ing a full-fledged American citizen, and he 
ordered Quon to appear before him for ex- 
amination. Among other things Quon 
said he was no laboring man, but a 
merchant; that he believed in a 
Christ and went to Sunday-school 
every Sunday. He admitted that he was not 
„up“ on the United States Constitution, but 
said he would not violate any of the laws. He 
was given full citizenship and went away 
happy. Quon will pay his birthplace a visit 
soon, and took out his papers so that he could 
return without being subject to the provisio

TO REPORT ON THE ASSETS TODAY. 


Stockholders of the Columbia Wil Decide 
About the Assessment. 

Two hundred stockholders of the Columbia 
National Bank, which suspended May 11 last, 
are now in the city considering the proposi- 
tion to pay the depositors $750,000, the 
amount of the claims now outstanding against 
the bank, and then taking the assets of neariy 
$2,000,000 from the receiver. W. A. Giles 
and E. W. Lyman of Chicago, C. L. Nennan 
of Norwalk, O.; C. R. Kline of Beechwood, 
Pa.; and A. C. Kingman of Battle Creek, 
Mich., a committee from the shareholders, 
with Attorney H. T. Gilbert and Receiver 
Niblack, worked all last night over the assets 
to be able to report ata general meeting of 
the shareholders at 3 p. m. today. 

The stockholders met yesterday mornmg at 
the Grand Pacific. There were over 150 
present. Judge Philip Zell of Peoria presid- 
ed. Receiver Niblack and Judge Gilbert re. 
ported to an adjourned meeting at No. 100 
Washi n street in the afternoon that Con- 
troller Eckels had instructed the receiver to 
give to the stockholders the fullest oppor- 


tunities for learning about the actual condi- 


tion of the bank’s property and had also in- 
structed Mr. Niblack to aid in every possible 


way the plan of the stockholders to save some- 


thing from the. wreck. 


Mr. Niblack said he had been able to col-

Will you be able to collect anything on 
the Dwiggins stock?” was asked Judge Gil- 
bert. 

No, I do not think we will get a cent from 
it. Even to this day he thinks the Columbia 
Bank is solvent and ifthe Controller would 
allow it he would try to resume tomorrow. 
There is no evidence that any of the assets 
have disappeared or that the property of the 
bank was tampered with. It was only the 
wildest kind of financiering which caused the 
collapse. If the pinch had not come when it 
did it is likely Dwiggins would have come out 
all right and the bank been a prosperous in- 
stitution. He was caught just the wrong time 
and then all his wildcat schemes went down 
together. I presume if the stockholders put 
up the money to pay the depositors everybody 
can be paid off in a month or six weeks and 
doubtless the stockholders will be substantial 
gainers if such a course is pursued. The fact 
that from May 11 to the present time we have 
been able to collect only $370,000 out of 
claims aggregating nearly $2,000,000 shows 
the nature of the assets better than anything 
else I could say.”’

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INFAMY IS APPROVED. 


MOREARY’S HAWAIIAN RESOLU- 
TION PASSES HOUSE 177 TO 76. 


The Cuckoos Muster a Bare Quorum in 
Support of Queen Lil and a Diagraceful 
Policy=Curses Not Loud buat Deep 

' Heaped on Gresham for Bringing This 

Blight on the Party~Ominous * of 
Enthusiasm at the An ment of 
the Vote. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special. ]|— 
The Democratic record on the Hawaiian in- 
famy is made up. The party has turned its 
back on the future, declared against nexa- 
tion, and taken its full shareof Cleve sand 
Gresham’s ignominy. After two days of hard 
work the Democrats in the House today suc- 
ceeded in passing the McCreary cuckoo reso- 
lution. They did it full of forebodings for 
their future und with curses on ‘htir lips for 
the member of Cleveland’s Cabinet who they 
charge went into the Democracy for the pur- 
pose of destroying the party. But with the 
postoffices held out as bait and with the press- 


ure in the rear from the administration party 


sentiment was made effective enough to se- 
cure within three or four votes of a quorum. 
Then some Populists voted against the resolu- 
tion, thereby making a quorum, and this point 
having been settled a good many of the Re- 
publicans voted in opposition to the resolu- 
tion. 

The silence of the grave marked the Speak- 
er’s announcement that the McCreary resolu- 
tion had been adopted. No political party 
ever arranged for its own funeral with greater 
solemnity than these Democratic Representa- 
tives when they yielded their e 
gave a forced indorsement to the Cleveland- 
Gresham conspiracy in behalf of a rotten mon- 
archy. The Republican position had already 
been defined by the votes in favor of the Hitt 
resolution, which denounced the course of the 
administration and pronounced in favor of 
Hawaiian annexation. Gen. Dan Sickles 
and Amos Cummings of New York were the 
only Democrats who held out in their oppo- 
sition to the policy of infamy. But there 
were more than forty. other Democrats who 
either absented themselves or else refrained 
from voting. „ 


Parliamentary Wrangles. 

The Speaker and Mr. Reed (Rep., Me.) got 
into a parliamentary wrangle as to whether or 
not the order by which the absentees were re- 
called continued after the adjournment. The 
Chair held that it did, and the House again 
voted on the Hawaiian resolution of the For- 
eign Affairs committee. Before the vote was 
announced it was seen that the House had 
almost secured a quorum, and there was an 
effort made by some members to withdraw or 
change their votes. The Speaker, however, 
held that this could only be done by unani- 
mous consent, and objection was made in 
each case. The Speaker announced the vote 
as follows: Yeas, 174; nays, 3—no quorum. 

Before further action was taken Mr. Spring- 
er (Dem., Ill.) made the point of order that 
177 constituted a quorum and not 179 as had 
been held. In support of this he cited the 
ruling of ex-Speaker Reed in the Fifty-flrst 
Congress, holding that a quorum consisted of 
a majority of the living members and not of 
all those who had been elected. 

Mr. Reed replied that in that case he had 
changed his opinion. 

Speaker Crisp held to the opinions of his 
predecessor that a quorum consisted of a ma- 
jority of the living members, but that he 
would submit the question to the House for 
decision. 

Mr, Rayner (Dem., Md.) made a parlia- 
mentary inquiry as to whether it would be in 
order to lay the pending point of order on the 
table and order another roll-call. The 
Speaker said it could be done by unanimous 
consent, and, no objection being offered, the 
question as to what constituted a quorum was 
left in statu quo and the roll was called on 
the question of agreeing to the pending Ha- 
waiian resolution. 

Victory of the Cuckoos, 

On the second roll-call the Populists voted 
No“ to make a quorum; and the Repub- 
licans seeing that they could not prevent the 
quorum, changed their tactics and answered 
to their names. The resolution was thus 
agreed to by a vote of 177 to 75.

AGAINST THE BLAND SILVER SCHEME 


The House Refuses to Make a Quorum on 
the Seigniorage Question. 


Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 7.—After the Ha- 
waiian resolutions had been disposed of to- 
day in the House Mr. Bland (Dem., Mo.) re- 
ported from ‘thee Committee on Coinage, 
Weiglits, and Measures the bill directing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue silver cer- 
tificates equal to the seigniorage on the silver 
bullion purchased under the provisions of the 
act of July 14, 1890; and he moved to go 
into Committee of the Whole to consider it. 
The question of consideration was raised by 
Mr. Tracey (Dem.). N. .), but after some 
discussion of the point the. Speaker ruled that 
as the Committee on Coinage, Weights, and 
Measures had accorded to itthe right to re- 

tat any time, and as the bill had first to 

considered in Committee of the Whole, the 
privilege carried with it the right to consider- 
ation. The question of consideration could 
not, therefore, be rai in the House; but 
the point could be decided by voting up or 
voting down the motion to go into committee, 
The Speaker then put the motion to go into 
committee for the consideration of the bill. 
The Republicans refrained from voting and 
the result of the Speaker’s count was—yeas, 
111; nays, 11. 

The point of no quorum was raised and the 
yeas and nays were called on Mr. Bland's mo- 
tion. The vote by yeas and nays was an- 
nounced as yeas, 158; nays, 7. Asa rule the 
Republicans had refrained from voting and 
the consequence was that the House was with- 
out a quorum. Mr. Bland immediately 
moved that there bea call of the House and 
the motion was agreed to. The call showed 
the presence of 254 members, 3 

The quorum again disappeared on a renew 
al of the motion to go into Committee of the 
Whole and after several other roll-calls Mr. 
Biand brought in the customary resolution di- 
recting the Sergeant-at-Arms to bring in the 
absentees, and, pending action on the resolu- 
tion, Mr. Reed moved an adjournment, but 
could only muster a corporal’s guard in his 
support. Mr. Cockrau (Dem., N. Y.) called 
for the yeas and nays, but as a sufficient num- 
ber did not second the motion the demand 
was defeated. Mr. Bland moved the previous 
question on the motion relative to the ab- 
sentees, which was ordered, and the resolution 
was adopted. Mr. Bland then, at two min- 
utes before 7 o’clock, moved that the House 
adjourn and this motion prevailed. - 

The statement that Secretary Jarlisle is 
preparing a substitute for the Bland ‘silver 
seigniorage bill is officially denied at the 
Treasury Department. Secretary Carlisle 
says his conference with silver leaders yester- 
day was ta make the seigniorage bill, if it 
was determined to push it to paksage, less ob- 
jectionable from the administrative poiat of 
view than the original bill. : * 


QUESTION As ro LEGALITY OF BONDs. 


Call to Offer an Amendment for Congres- 
sional Approval of the Issue. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 7.—Mr. Call of 
Florida has given notice of an amendment to 
the Stewart resolution denying the authority 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
bonds under existing laws. Mr. Call’s amend- 
ment declares that it is the duty of Congress 
to enact a law indorsing the issue of 850,000, 
000 bonds issued by the Secretary before 
Feb. 12, and prohibiting all other and future 
issues without the express authority of Con- 
gress, and repealing all the laws inconsistent 
with the provisions of this amendment. 

George O. Jones, Chairman of the National 
committee of the Greenback party, today 
issued a cali for the preparation and signing 
of petitions by those who favor a largely in- 
creased volume of money. The petitions are 
to be signed Saturday, March 3, 1894, and will 
require the Senators and Representatives in 
Congress *‘ speedily to. enact laws duthoriz- 
ing and directing the further issue of green- 
backs and for the immediate repeal of ail 
laws relating to the coinage or use of silver 
that have been enacted since Jan, 1, 1873. 
and to reénact all laws relating to silver that 
were in force on that date.“

FARMER HATOH INTRODUCES. A NEW 
BILL IN THE HOUSE. 


His Effort to Have It Referre d to His Own 


Committee of Agriculture Falls, Speaker 
Crisp Sending It to the Ways and Means 


A Number of Changes from the Old 
Measure Tax on Dealers Reduced=The 
Stamp Provisions—Senate Votes to Re- 
peal Federal Election Laws. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.]— 


Farmer Hatch put in his anti-option bill to- 
day, but did not succeed in having it referred 
to the Committee on Agriculture as he had 
hoped, Speaker Crisp ruling that it was a rev- 


enue measure and should go to the Ways and, 


Means committee instead, There are a num- 
ber of changes in the new measure which dif- 
fers radicaliy from the proposition which went 
through the House last winter and was amend- 
ed by the Senate. : 

In all there are eighteen sections in the new 
bill, three more than its predecessor, the 
principal features of the latest anti-option edi- 


tion being in regard to internal revenue taxa- 


tion. Mr. Hatch has made good his avowed 
purpose of encouraging legitimate specula- 
tion by making the licensed tax of registered 
dealers in options and futures only 824 in- 
stead ot $1,000, as originally intended. These 
dealers are to be bonded in the sum of 810, 
000 each with two responsible sureties. 

Any violation of the lawis to be punished 
by a fine of not less than $10@ nor more 
than $2,000, and imprisonment for from one 
to five years or both fine and imprisonment. 

Provisions of the New Bill. 

Sec. 1 of the new bill defines options to be 
any contract whereby a party acquires the 
privilege, but is not obligated, to sell to or de- 
liverto another at a future time, or witbin a 
designated period. any raw or manufactured 
cotton, hops, wheat, corn, flour, oats, rye, 
barley, pork, lard, and bacon. 

Sec. 2 defines futures to be any contract 
whereby one party agrees to sell ar deliver to 
another ata future time or within a desig- 
nated period any of the above mentioned 
com modities, } 

Sec. 3 requires all options and futures, 
transfers and agreements to be in writing and 
in duplicate, showing the time of delivery of 
the articles and whether the makers or agents 
are the owners or have theretofore acquired 
by purchase or are entitled to the right of the 
future possession of the articles under con- 
tract previously made by the actual owner. 
Otherwise the contracts shall be void. 

Sec. 4 provides that when the option or fut- 
ure is terminated by the delivery of the arti- 
cles the contractor shall make a bill of sale 
showing the quantity and the custodian and 
identifying the articles by freight bills or 
vouchers, 

Sec. 5 requires that when the contract is 
terminated otherwise than by the actual sale 
and delivery of the articles, or when the 
termination is. delayed by agreement, the 
document shall be executed in writing. | 

Sec. 6 imposes special taxes on dealers in 
options and futures at $24. It also defines a 
dealer in options to be any person who shall 
in his own behalf or for another deal in op- 
tions or make any contracts or by communi- 
cation to a foreign country or by agent, part- 
ner, or résident in another country enter into 
an options contract, The same definition is 
applied to dealers in futures. 

Sec. 7 requires ali contracts for futures and 
options to bear internal revenue stamps 
amounting to one cent for every hundred 
weight of cotton, hops, pork, lard, flour, or 
bacon, and every ten-bushels of wheat,. corn, 
oats, rye, and barley covered by the contract. 
For bilis of sale at the termination of the 
contract the rate is fixed at two cents for the 


same respective quantities, and in cases of | 


cancellation or where the contract is termi- 
nated without actual sale or delivery. or is de- 
layed or obviated, the tax is fixed at 10 cents 
per bushel for grain and two cents a pound for 
the other commodities. 


Option Dealers to Give Bond. 


, Sec, S requires dealer 
ae buran to the revi ector full 
detafls as to the membership of the firm, 
place of business, etc;, and to annually exe- 
cute a bond to faithfully comply with the law 
and pay ail taxes, which bond is to be in the 
penal sum of $10,000.. | » 

Sec. 9 requires the dealers to enter in books 
in the minutest detail all transactions invol- 
ving options and futures and to number each 
contract consecutively. All dependent docu- 
ments connected with the original contract 
are to beara similar number to the original 
contract, and the books are to be subject to 
the inspection of the internal revenue collect- 
ore, to whom sworn monthly returns are to be 
made. 

Sec. 10 requires collectors to enter these 
returns in suitable books and Sec, 11 requires 
him to makea monthly report to the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue of these trans- 
actions. 

Sec. 12 concerns the preparation, distribu- 
tion, and cancellation of the internal revenue 
stamps and provides a penalty for their mis. 


se. 

Sec. 13 provides against counterfeiting the 
stamps, as in the case of other internal reve- 
nue stamps. 

‘Sec. 14 relieves from taxation parties to 
coptracts unable to deliver on the time 
through unavoidable casualties when they are 
the actual Owners ud guiltless of fraud and 
negiect. It also excepts from the law con- 
tracts made in the behalf of the United 
States, a State, Territory, or municipality; 
also contracts made by farmers for 
articles belonging to them at the time 
of contract which have been rown 
or are growing on lands occupie by 
them and agreements to deliver a part of the 
product of the land for compensation for thé 
work done on the same; also contracts made 
by the owner of such articles with any person 
to deliver any of the artfcles for the use of 
that person in his manufacturing business or 
for the sustanence of himself, dependents, or 
domestic animals, Nor is the law to apply to 
persons engaged in selling articles to persons 
who directly consume them. \ 

Sec. 15 provides a penalty of not less than 
$100 nor more than $2,000 and i:mprisén- 
ment from one to five years, or both, for fail- 
ure to observe the requirements of the act us 
to tax, returns, etc, * 

Sec. 16 provides that the payment of th 
taxes shall not relieve persons from the re- 
strictions. of the State law as to those con- 
tracts, 

Sec. 17 authorizes the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue to make the necessary regula- 
tions, and Sec. 18 provides that the act shall 
take effect July 1, 1894.

DEMOCRATS JEALOUS OF ALDRIGH, 


The Latter Not Invited to a Meeting to 
Consider Chicago River Appropriation, 
gressinan Aldrich. There is a funny story be- 
hind it. One day last week the Chicago mem- 
ders appeared before the Committee on Riv- 
ers and Harbors to urge the claims of the Chi- 
cago River and the Calumet for appropria- 
tions. When the members got into the room 
they found the committee listening to the 
claims of some little river down in Arkansas 
for the improvement of which it las been cus- 
tomary to grant about as much money as that 
bestowed on Chicagé. Mr. Aldrich addressed 
the committee and said he had no doubt but 
that the appropriation was right and: just and 
hoped it would be granted. The com- 
meree. of the Arkansas River in 
question amounted to about $2,000,000 
a year, while that of the Chicago River 
was at least $200.000,000 a year. He asked 
the committee to give the matter its careful 
and thorough attention, making appropria- 
taons that were in keeping with the magnitude 
of commerce. Then the Chicago men with- 
drew and it was plain to the Democrats that 
Aldrich had not only shown himself thorough- 
ly versed in the condition of affairs respecting 
the river and harbor of Chicago, but was 


better able than they to present them in a 


clear and ad vantageous way to the committee 
or the whole House. So tonight Congress- 
men Black, Goldziery McGann, and Dur- 
burow met in Mr. Durburow’s apartments fo 

the purpose of agreeing on some definite plan 
of action. Congressman Aldftich has not 
been invited to the meeting, and this fact is 
said to be owing to the feeling of jealousy on 
the part of some of the Chicago Democrats, 
who do not want Aidrich to get any honor or 
glory for his actions, which will probably lead 
to an increased appropriation for the rivers 
and harbors in and around Chicago.

Derrorr, Mich., Feb. 7.— United States 
Commissioner Graves, on the complaint of 
State Bank Examiner Caldwell, yesterday is- 
sued a warrant for the arrest of Frederick 
Marvin, late cashier of the Third National 
Bank of Detroit.

LA PORTE’S BOND ISSUE ILLEGAL. 


Law Under Which It Was Made Declared 
to Be Unconstitutional. 

La Ports, Ind., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—It de- 
valoped today that the recent issue of bonds 
to the amount of $80,000 by the Commis- 
sioners of La Porte County for the comple- 
tion of the new $300,000 court-house, now 
nearly ready for occupancy, is probably ille- 
gal. According to the Constitution of Indiana 
acounty cannot incur an indebtedness ex- 
ceeding 2 per cent of its taxable property 
value. A later enactmett reduced the amount 
to 1 per cent, but in 1893 a special bill was 
passed to relieve Tipton County froma similar 
embarrassrnent permitting it to issue bonds 
to the extent of 2 per cent. Acting on this 
bill, La Porte’s County Commissioners is- 
sued bonds to near the 2 per cent limit. The 
tirst issue was for $220,000 and sold to an 
Indianapolis firm. This amount was insuf- 
ficient to complete the court house, and last 
week an additional issue of $80,000 was 
made and sold to N. W. Harris & Co., Chi- 
cago, at a premium of $3,265. Today 
a legal representative of that firm 
waited on the Cuommissioners and re- 
fused to take more of the bonds 
than would equal the 1 per cent, claiming 
that the law of 1893 came under the head of 
a legislation and was therefore illegal. 

Commissioners thereupon repudiated the 
contract with Harris & Co., and the matter 
will be taken to the Supreme Court for de- 
cision. In the meantime the county and Con- 
tractor Moses are placed inan embarrassing 
position regarding ready money to complete 
the building and the former will provably re- 
sort to the issuance of county orders, bearin 
6 oa cent interest, on which to raise need 
cash. 


CHARGES HIM WITH EMBEZZLEMENT.

EX-GAMBLER QUINN’S LOVE ESCAPADE, 


It Causes No Surprise Where His Notori- 


ous Record Is Known,

through the East in a “‘ gospel car with the 
Rev. Edmund A. Goff on an evangelizing tour, 
had eloped with Mr. Goff’s 16-year-old daugh- 
ter occasioned no surprise here.

INSURANCE AFFATRS 


OAUSE OF THE HOME OOMPANY’s 
TROUBLE IN KANSAS ,

The’ Reticence of Its Managers Taken as 
an Indication That the Question of 
Evasion of the Resident Agents’ Law 
on Railroad Business and Not the Re- 
ciprocal Tax Law Led to the Revoca- 
tion of Its License Legislation for the 
Cancellation of Term Policies. 


Insurance men express some surprise at the 


attitude both of the Kansas Commissioner 
and of the managers of the Home Insurance 


company of New York on the recent order re. 
voking the license of the company in the 
State of Kansas. None of the parties at in- 
terest appear to be willing to go into details 
regarding the causes leading up to the order. 
Insurance managers who have had experience 
with the Com missioner explain his refusal to 
make a statement of his position on the 
ground that he is tyrannical in his realm as 
ever a Czar of all the Russias dared be. The 
reticence on the part of the insurance com- 
pany is taken as an indication that the con- 
troversy was rather on the question of an 
evasion of the resident agents law on rail- 
road business than on the reciprocal tax ques- 
tion. Accordmg to the committee which 
has this latter matter in hand there 
is no law in force in New =$ York 
taxing outside companies. Such alaw was 
once in force, but was repealed a number of 
years ago. The Illinois State Department 
recognizes this situation, it is said, and does 
not collect taxes from New York companies, 
although it co:lects from Louisiana com- 
panies. One of the members of the Man- 
agers’ committee yesterday said that he 
thought it doubtful if the committee would 
be called upon to present argument to the 
commission on the reciprocal tax matter and 
that the Commissioner will probably recede 
from the position first taken. 

A manager of a company which does a gen- 
eral agency business said that there isa cer- 
tain poetic justice in the fact that the Home 
is the first of the companies to feel the wrath 
ofthe Kansas Commissioner. Some little 
time ago a number of companies took a loss 
suit from the Kansas State courts to the Fed- 
eral court and the Commissioner promptly 
threatened to revoke the licenses of the com- 

anies for so doing. A representative of the 
ome, with the apparent object of currying 
favor with the Commissioner for his com- 
pany, wrote a letter sustaining the Commia- 
sioner’s position and intimating that his com- 
pany did not transfer suits. This embarrassed 


the other companies, whose representatives 


finally succeeded in satisfying them that the 
change was made simply to expedite the set- 
tlement of the guit, the Federal having a clear 
docket, while State courts were three years 
behind on their cases. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION IN IOWA, 


Change in Provisions Regarding Cancel- 
lation of Term Policies. 


A bill has been introduced in the lower 
house of the Iowa Legislature for the correc. 
tion of what appears to be a weak spot in the 
insurance laws of the State. The object of 
the bill, as stated by its author, is to prevent 
insurance companies from collecting premi- 
ums on insurance policies while suspended 
and after practical cancellation, as it seems 
they are now allowed to do in certain classes 
of business. In case a property-owner takes 
out a policy for five years and gives his note 
for the premium due in ninety days 
the company is not held on the pol- 
icy after the note is due in ease 
it is not paid. Under the present statute 
the insurance company after giving notice of 
cancellation is allowed to hold the entire 
premium note urtil the assured pays the cus- 
tomary short rates in cash for the period in- 
sured and the expense of taking the risk. This 
latter provision in effect allows the insurance 
company, if it is so disposed, to run up the 
amount due practically to the amount of the 
note. Therefore it is alleged that it has often 
been the case that an assured, although getting 
but a brief term of insurance, has been com- 
pelled ultimately to pay the note which covered 
the premium for the full hfe of the policy. 
To correct this irregularity the proposed bill 
provides that if a company, having accepted a 
note in payment for a premium, elects to 
cancel the policy based upon it, it may collect 
only the pro rata 2 for the time beſore 
the suspension, during which the property 
was insured. The bill also provides that a 
holder of a policy for which a note has been 
given covering its Hull term may cancel the 
doliey at any time and receive back his note 
on payment of the cuscomary short rate pre- 
mium for the period prior te cancellation. 


Multiple Agency Difficulty. 

A loc§l agent who has a reputation for success- 
ful underwriting says: “It is apparent that a 
change has come over the spirit of the dream of 
the fathers of the bifurcated agency system in 
Chicago. They have chased that rainbow with- 
out finding the horizon. Now the wail comes up 
from the depths of agéncy balances. How are 
the managers going torget their overdue premt- 
ums? They have allowed agents from 25 to 40 
per cent, and the question is how to get the bal- 
ance from those who have been led into many 
kinds of loose practices. This state of things 
has impressed on some of the managers that it is 
better to‘have one or two prompt, reliable agents 
and do a small business and get balances month- 
ly than do a large business and leave their premi- 
ums in hands of agents where they can’t the 
most good in paying losses. 


Reports of Michigan Companies. 

LANSING, Mich., Feb. 7.—[Special. }—Commis- 
sioner Giddings has issued advance sheets of his 
annual report, showing the financial condition and 
Michigan business of the fire marine and marine 
insurance companies, also the Michigan business 
of mutual companies of other States reporting to 
him for 1893. The four Michigan companies re- 
port capital deposited of $1,100,000; admitted 
assets, $2,414,882. The aggregate showing 1s 
as follows: Capital deposited, $51,302,112; ad- 
mitted assets, $215,570,038; liabilities, exclu- 
sive of deposits, $121,167,099; surplus as re-

Opposition to Writing Term Business, 


The New England Insurance Exchange has 
recommended that rates on farm property in the 
jurisdiction of the exchange be 75 cents per an- 
num without discount on term policies. The 
rate named was a compromise, but the abolition 
of term licies is considered an important re- 
form, as heretofore most of,the farm business has 
been written on aterm basis. The committee 
also recommended an annual rate of from $1.50 
to $2.25 for country stores with no discount for 
term business. It is understood that mutual 
companies will meet at an early date to discuss 
the advisability of conforming to exchange farm 
rates. 


Coinsurance Excites Property-Owners. 
New York, Feb. 7.—[{Special.]— By a new 
clause in fire insurance, called coinsurance, com- 
anies will only hold themselves liable in case of 
oss or damage when the whole amount of insur- 
ance on the property covered shall be less than 
80 per cent of the actual cash value thereof, for 
only such portion of such loss or damage as the 
amount insured shail bear to the said 80 per cent 
of the actual cash value of such property. This 
new clause is creating some excitement among 
holders of real estate who do not fully insure 
their property. 


Verdict Against the Pheonix. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Feb. 7.—{Special. }—The jury in 
the case of Abraham Harris vs. The Phosnix Fire 
Insurance Company today returned a verdict for 
$1,065 for plaintiff. Harris insured goods in the 
company and obtained the consent of the agent 
to remove them to another place, although the 
policy stipuiated that such proceedimg would 
make it void. The defense was that the agent 
did not act within the scope of his authority.

HORSES PERISH IN THE FLAMES, 


Fire Destroys the Elwood Barn and 136 
Head of Thoroughbreds. 

De Kars, III., Feb. 7.—[Speciai.}—-The 
large barn on the Lyons farm, one-half mile 
north of this city, burned with its contents at 
4 oclock this morning. The building was 
the property of I. L. Eilwood, the millionaire 
barbed wire manufacturer. and contained a 
part of the stock of his son, W. L. Ellwood, . 
the horse importer. The building was a three- 
story frame 76x180 feet, and was filled with 
hay and grain and contained 136 head of 
horses. The building was beyond the reach 
of the local fire department. it was one of 
the best in the State and was considered a 
model.

How the Shooting Occurred, 


Private C. E. Johnson and Sergt. Karl 
Copeland witnessed the shooting, and both 
told the story of the tragedy practically as 
published in Tue. Trreune at the time. 
Neither of the men thought Maney’s life in 
danger then. Hedberg’s arms were full of 
bundles, they said. Maney could have avoid- 
ed an encounter. When the two officers came 
face to face, Johnson said, Hedberg disen- 
gaged one arm and struck Maney in the face. 
Hedberg then reached for his hip pocket as 
if to draw a pistol and at that instant Maney 
fired and Hedberg fell to the ground. Maney 
called out to witness, who was near, to run 
for a doctor and he did so. 

Private Leander Johnson was in the car- 
penter shop with Hedberg immediately be- 
fore the shooting. He said he did not think 
Hedberg was out gunning for any one that 
day. ‘With this the investigation was contin- 
ued until this morning. 

Mrs. Hedberg was in Mr. Milchrist’s office 
during the day\ waiting to be called upon to 
testify. This was not done and she will be 
heard this morning. so she can tell what she 
knows of Maney. her husband, and the shoot- 
ing. It is thought that with her appearance 
before the jury wilt come out an account of 
ali the alleged persecutiony of her husband 
at the hands of brother officers. 

The present: investigation is the fourth one 
in the case. First came the Coroner’s jury, 
next the preliminary hearing before Commis- 
sioner Hoyne, then the military investigation 
by Lieut.-Col. Burton. and now the hearing 
before the grand jury. An indictment for 
mansiaughter would be bailable, but one for 
murder would not.

HISTORY OP THEFAIR. | 


PLAN AND SOOPE OF THE WORK 
PRACTICALLY DEGIDED ON. 


It Will Consist of Thirty Volumes and the 
Printing Will. Cost $150,000, for Which 
a Special Appropriation Will Be Made 


by Congress General Outline of the 
Leading ChapterseHow the Work Will 
Be Subdivided- Meeting of the Cém- 
mittee in New Lork- General News. 

New, Lonk, Feb. 7.—[Special.]—President 
T W. Palmer, Prof. O. B. Towsley, John 
Boyd Thacher, and Secretary Benjamin But- 
terworth of the World’s Fair committee met 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel today to consider 
the plan and scope of the proposed history of 
the World’s Fair. As now proposed the work 
will consist of thirty volumes, each contain- 
ing 500 to 600 pages octavo. When the re- 
ports from all departments have been sub- 
mitted, collated, and arranged they will be 
sent to the President of the United States. It 
will then be left for the President and Con- 
gress to determine what disposition. will be 
made of the work. It is estimated that the 
cost of printing will be $150,000, for which 
a special appropriation by Congress will be 
necessary. 

The commission determined on a general 
outline of the chapters to be treated in the 
work. “he first will be known as the intro- 
duction. This will embrace all of the events 
preceding Congressional authorization, the 
act of Congress authorizing the quadro-cen- 
tennial,a review of the development of the 
industrial and educational progress of the 
United States, the interest which foreign na- 
tions took in the Fair, and the stimulating ef- 
fects on industry, invention, art, taste, and 
civilization resulting from thé Exposition. 
Then willcome the report of the President, 
which will consist of a narrative of the open- 
ing ceremonies. the files and functions of the 
inaugural, a synopsis of the proceedings of 
the commission, and the legislative acts 
which governed the Commissioners. This 
chapter will be followed by the report of the 
Secretary containing a synopsis of the legis- 
lation of the National Commission, Board of 
Control, and Executive committee. It will 
also present the financial statement of the 
ex position. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer will supervise the next 
division, which will be devoted to a report of 
the Board of Lady Managers. This will call 
attention to the fact that in the Chicago Fair 
for the first time in the history uf the world a 
board of lady managers actively participated 
in managing a division of a fair. Reference 
will be made to the various courses of lect- 


‘ures on women’s work and influence main- 


tained during the Fair, and will demonstrate 
the effect of the Exposition in extending the 
sphere of women’s influence in the world. 

The report of the Council of Administra- 
tion will give in detail its work in the general 
supervision of the Exposition and will relate 
specifically ail that was accomplished by the 
Iilinois Commission and the National Com- 
mission. The Director-General’s report will 
include a report by Mr. Davis, supplemented 
by detailed reports from each of the thirteen 
chiefs of divisions. It is expected this part of 
the work will make fifteen volumes, one-half 
of the entire history. The report of the Chi- 
cago directory will be, Prof Towsley says, 
probably the most interesting feature of the 
history, and will include all the work of the 
local board prior to, during, and subsequent 
to the Fair. John Boyd Thacher will have the 
final division—that of the report of the Com- 
mittee of Awards. Each of the 27,000 bene- 
ficiaries will be allowed 300 words in which 
to explain the points of excellence of his ex- 
hibit which entitled it to an award. Prof, 
Towsley will have the supervision of the en- 
tire work. 


SUCCESS OF GEN, WALLACE’S BOOKS. 
The Author Explains Some Features of His 
Style—Opinion as to Dickens, 

New York, Feb. 7.—[Special.|—‘‘ For any 
information as to whether ‘The Prince of In- 
dia is successful I refer you to the publish- 
ers, said Gen. Lew Wallace at the Gilsey 
House yesterday: but I am told that since 
Aug. 10, when the book was first placed be- 
fore the public, 150,000 copies have been 
sold. 

How does that compare with the early 
sale of ‘ Ben Hur’?’’ he was asked. 

It was handicapped, I think,“ he said, 
‘* by the title, or rather by the appendix to he 
title. Many thoughtful Christian people did 
not approve of this book, which was ‘A Tale 
of the Christ,’ before they had read it. I sup- 
pose they thought Christ was made to figure 
as one of the characters in a novel, and the 
idea was repugnant. Before writing the book 
I read all the books I knew of in which Christ 
was made one of the characters. Some books 
have been written in wnich he is made to dis- 
cuss moral and philosophical questions. Those 
books did not succeed. The idea that the 
writer of a book should put his own ideas into 
the mouth of the Son of God was repugnant 
to all thinking people. 

So in writing Ben Hur’ I allowed others to 
speak of him for the most pert. The other 
characters told of his movements, his be- 
havior, and his personality. When it became 
necessary for him to speak I put into his 
mouth no words except quotations from the 
scriptures, using only the expressions he had 
used, as recorded in some one of the four gos- 
pels. That removed the objectionable features. 
‘Ben Hur’ has been growing in popularity 
since the nature of the treatment of the char. 
acter became known. No book or picture 
can live—that is: live for centuries which 
deals with light, trifling characters. 

The works of Dickens will not outlive the 
centuries, because they deal for the most part 
with trifling, frivolous, or bad, cheap people. 
The greatest and most enduring of his books, 
it seems to me, will be the Tale of Two 
Cities.“ 


POLICE INVESTIGATION MAY FAIL, 


Good Lawyers Unwilling to Undertake the 
Task as Now Planned. 

New Tonk, Feb. 7.—[Special.]—It begins 
to look as if the Senate investigation of the 
Police Department would be a failure. A 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce tele- 
graphed to Senator Lexow, Chairmun of the 
committee, stating that it would be impossi- 
ble to obtain a lawyer of ability and charac- 
ter to conduct the inquiry. The réason given 
is that there isin the public mind a demand 
fora thorough and searching investigation 
of the Police Department, and that 
nothing short of this would satisfy that 
demand, but that no lawyer who val. 
ued his reputation would undertake 
this work without ample time for prepara. 
tion, and that continuous sittings without in- 
terruption for atleast two months would be 
required and such further time as might

ALDERMAN MAKES OHARGE AGAINST 
GAS ORDINANCE PROMOTER, 


A Democratic Councilman ‘Who Voted 
Against the Watson, Alias Metropolitan, 
Measure Says He Was Offered a Bribe to 
Vote tor It- The Mavor Seeks to Learn the 
Names of the Men Behind the Ordinance, 
but the Aldermen Who Know Will Not 
Tell. 


Some of the Aldermen are more high-priced 
han others. A Demucratic Alderman, one 
of those who voted against the notorious Wat- 
son, alias Metropolitan, ordinance in the 
Council Monday, said at Henrici’s restaurant 
yesterday during luncheon hour that he had 
been offered $2,500 to vote the other way. 
Two reputable gentlemen who sat at adjoin- 
ing tables heard him. He is a reputable man 
himself and may prove a good witness when 
the investigation begins. The price named 
would indicate that either some of the “ fifty’? 
are not to get quite $2.000, or that a few may 
left out altogether. There are some 
“gudgeons”’ probably in the “fifty”? who 


for the ordinance last Monday evening on ac- 
count of their hatred of the gas trust. That 
feeling has been played upon by the promoters 
of the Watson Metropolitan ordinance. 
Ald. Haussen, Lutter, 
Kleinecke, Stuckart, Conway, and Reed 
especially have been excusing their vote on 
the score of hostility to the trust. They say 
the trust will not extend their mains in their 
ward, that its prices are too high, and there- 
fore they are ready to do anything to get even 
with the trust, etc. The excuses of the older 
Aldermen do not cut so much figure.

They 
do not attempt to justify the net percentage 
clause, the price clause, or the lamppost 
charge. Ald. Powers, talking for them yes- 
terday. said: .

This indicates that the Aldermen will “set 
themselves up in opposition to the Mayor if 
he does not suggest what they may call fair 
amendments.

It is intended for a sell-out or a sandbag. Its 
promoters are ashamed to assert themselves.

DR. PYNCHON TALKS OF HIS AIRSHIP, 


He Gives the Details ‘to the 
Society of Engineers. 
Dr. Edwin Pynchon, the Chicago dentist, 
told the members of the Western Society of 
Engineers last night that the coming aerial 
ship would maintain a speed of 200 miles 
an hour and afford cheaper transportation 
than any method of terrestrial locomotion. 
Dr. Pynchon said he was the inventor of an 
aerial ship to be propelled by the detonation 
of high explosives, He gave a description of 
aerial plains and the principles upon 
which they will sustain great weights 
in the atmosphere. He described his 
vessel, which he said would be similar to that 
now being built by Maxim, with the exception 
of the method of propulsion. The doctor’s 
principle is the discharge of dyna- 
mite cartridges through tubes extend- 
ing to the rear of the airship. These 
cartridges would be discharged under 
a detoning plate and the _ elasticity 
of the air would act in pushing the ship for- 
ward. The principle was the same as that of 
the explosion of dynamite on fixed bodies, 
the destructive character of the discharge be- 
ing convert@d into motive power by the at- 
mosphere acting asacushion. Hesaid the 
steering apparatus would have to be 
in front of the vessel because 
condensation of the air 
at that point. He said it would cost $1.20 a 
minute to move his airship, and at the rate of 
200 miles an hour it would make the expense 
of a passage over the ocean about $1,000. 
The vessel would carry twenty-five passen- 
gers, thus providing cheaper transportation 
than steamers. The address was listened to 
by 150 engineers.

If there 
were not some one ready to pay for ordi- 
nances with dangerous and excessive grants 
of franchises such ordinances would, not be 
passed. If there were less corruption amoug 
wealthy and scemingly respectable people 
outside the Council Chamber there would not 
be so much venality among the Aldermen. 
As the saloon is evidence of the existence of a 
taste for whisky in the community, so the 
boodle Alderman is fair evidence of the exist- 
ence of a boodling and predatory spirit in the 
community. 
It has always been the fashion to abuse 
these poor creatures of Aldermen wo are 
selling out on all available opportunities and 
who feel no greater sense of actual guilt in 
doing so than a drinker does in violating a 
prohibition law. Those Aldermen who voted 
for the Metropolitan ordinance for money 
feel no remorse and humiliation. Those who 
voted for the ordinance without pay when pay 
was going are probably of the opinion that 
they were cheated. about the matter, feel 
rather sore, and may make a fight for their in- 
terests when the veto is sent in. 
of the Aldermen, while admitting that the law 
is clear on the subject of buying legislation, 
yet cannot see what wrong there is in bood- 
ling, or why the law should make such a fuss 
over such little matters. 
The constituency of the boodle Alderman, 
which stands by him whatever he does, has 
also been denounced again and again. It is 
quite likely that the voters in the majority of 
the city wards care nothing about. the man- 
ners and customs of their Aiderman so long 
as he looks out for the interests of the ward 
and of its voters. “The general feeling is that 
it hé can make something out of his office, 
even though the manner of doing it is disap- 
proved by the statutes, it is unnecessary 
to be too fussy and retire a good man for 
what is at the most a trivial offense. It is no 
use pitching into the constituencies or expect- 
ing them to reform, except with the exceed- 
ingly slow processes of time. 
come good creatures, but so slow.“ 
Would it not be a good idea by way of 
variety to assail these wealthy, seemingly re- 
spectable, but thoroughly dishonest individu- 
als who buy from Councils ordinances like 
the Metropolitan? It is not mfich use to pitch 
into the thick-skinned voters of some big 
ward who do not read the papers much for re- 
electing boodlers, but these respectable rascals 
do read papers and feel sore about what is 
said by them. They belong to clubs and to 
business organizations of various kinds. They 
are mixing all the time with reputable people 
who think bribery a shameful crime and 
would scorn to defile themselves with it, 
As a rule the reputable people have managed 
to shut their eyes to these illegal acts of im- 
moral associates, They have gone on trading 
and doing business with them as if ignorant of 
the fact that they had been breaking the laws. 
They have sometimes gone so far as to say 
rather hesitatingly that it does not do to be 
too strict in matters of business, or have 
said apologetically that the veteran specu- 
lators who bought these ordinances had been 
tempted and led astray by the Aldermen and 
were deserving of pity as well as censure, 
Is it not about time for decent men to 
show more courage and not feel called on to 
condone rascality, because it has a carriage 
and a bank account? It is not known yet who 
are the people back of the Metropolitan ofdi- 
nance. I stated by Aldermen that they are 
among the best known and most influential 
of Chicagoans. If the ordinance passes over 
a veto and any citizen of Chicago, no matter 
if his previous character was high, turns out 
to be interested, why should not his respecta- 
ble acquaintances say to him with one voice: 
What are you doing with that boodle ordi- 
nance in your pocket? Why are you handling 
stolen goods?’ And why should not they cut 
him then and there in social and business life 
as others are cut who have been guilty of less 
grave offenses? 
1 If business-men, in addition to passing res- 
olutions denouncing corruption in municipal 
affairs, were to expel associates of their own 
who mixed up in such corruption it might 
have a good effect and show that there really 
was earnest opposition to municipal dis- 
honesty. 

| This Metropolitan ordinance was passed by 
dishonest methods, There is no doubt of 
that, though proof is lackimg. Therefore, 
when it comes to be known who the men are 
who stood behind it, engineered it, and per- 
suaded the Aldermen to vote for it, why not 
give them a haulmg over the coals instead of 
those Aldermen who see no harm in taking 
“bribes if they do not get caught? The more 
reputable, intelligent offenders are the ones 
who should be boycotted if they cannot be 
punished otherwise. 


OUR NATIONAL ARCHITECTURE. 

It is a hopeful sign for the future of gov- 
ernment buildings in the United States that 
the American Institute of Architects is labor- 
ing with the officials at Washington to secure 
the enforcement of the act of Feb. 20, 1898, 
giving architects throughout the country an 
opportunity to submit plans for public build- 
ings in competition with those made in the 
Supervising Architect's office in the Treasyry 
Department, and that its representatives will 
conduct an aggressive campaign among mem- 

bers of Congress with a view to securing the 
| enforcement of the law. 

There ought not to bea day’s delay in tak 
ing such steps as are necessary to invite com- 
petition in the designs and construction of 
the public buildings. Theevils of the old- 
fashioned systém are apparent on every hand 
in buildings of ugly design and in structures 
that are insecure. The disintegrating and 
dangerous trap on Adams street in this city is 
a fair sample of the workings of that system. 
So fat as outside appearance and internal 
convenience are concerned, it is simply im- 
possible that there can be any change so long 
as the task of construction is assigned to one 
man, no matter how able he may be in his 
profession. “He may have a dozen or more 
buildings on hand at one time. It is impossi- 
ble that he can give them all his supervision. 
He must largely intrust them toclerks. He 
cannot know whether contractors are living 
up to their contracts. The result ig that in 
many cases the cost far exceeds the estimates, 
In others the building is an eyesore. In still 
others, as in this city, structural weakness 
and insufficient foundations make the build. 
ing dangerous to life. 5 

So far as architectural beauty is concerned 
the Government Building can lay no claims 
to it. The United States Building in Jackson 
Park was a fair representative @f the average

public building in this country. How ugly 


and inferior it was came out in clear light in 
comparison with the beautiful structures all 
around it. It was the work of the Govern- 


ment Architect. The other palaces reflected | 


the result of harmonious competition among 
the most renowned architects of the country. 
The millions of the American people who at- 
tended the Fair saw the difference. It needed 
no instructor, no lessons in architecture to 
define it. The magnificent structures of the 
White City were an object lesson in archi- 
tecture, and the lesson was 80 well learned 
that the people will not be content in the 
future with the clumsy, old-fashioned public 
buildings. They will demand that they ap- 
proximate both in beauty and convenience to 
the architecture at Jackson Park. The stand- 
ards for the architecture of the coming cent- 
ury were set in the White City. No one man, 
however, can accomplish the task. It can 
only be done by free and friendly competition 
among our best architects. It will save 
money, save life, and save our national repu- 
tation for artistic architecture. Why should 
the highest achievements of architectural 
skill be confined to buildings which do not 
belong to the national government? Bee

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REDUCE THE SCHOOL BUDGET. 

Mr. Lindblom, Chairman of the Finance 
committee of the Board of Education, has 
written to Controller Ackerman that he is 
ready to consider propositions for the reduc- 
tion of the Schvol Board estimates and is will- 
ing to confer with him ana’the Council Fi- 
nance committee to that end. He fears, how- 
ever, that unless there is a horizontal reduc- 
tion the saving will not be great. Mr. Lind- 
blom is either too timid or he is merely fenc- 
ing. He knows quits well that a horizontal 
reduction would be stoutly resisted in the 
Council and in the School Board, It is ad- 
mitted that there are many glaring inequali- 
ties in the ealary list of the School Board now, 
but a horizontal reduction would preserve 
these inequalities. It would also maintain 
some unnecessary salaries. There are many 
of them, and Mr. Lindblom ought to know it. 
Offices have been created by the Board of Ed- 
ucation on the slightest provocation, which 
accounts for the long list of Superintendents, 
special teachers, stenographers, clerks, assist- 
ant clerks, messengers, pages, engineers, as- 
sistant, engineers, etc. A careful revision of 
the pay-roll pertaining to these offices would re- 
sult in a large saving. Many of the offices were 
created to make places for -pets of the School 
Board members, Some of those jobbing School 
Inspectors are no longer in office, but some of 
them are. But whether in or out of office 
there is no reason why the public should be 
taxed for their whims. Nearly every commit 
tee of the School Board and nearly every prin- 
cipal officer has a clerk, messenger, and ste- 
nographer. If the Aldermen indulged in 
such extravagance there would be a loud pub- 
lic protest. The School Board indulges in the 
luxury of an attorney at $300 per month who 
does not spend 30C minutes per month in the 
office of the board. It indulges in the luxury 
of numerous bookkeepers, and an auditor, 
several secretaries, and a clerk,and so on. It 
is an extravagantly conducted department of 
the city government. 

It is a fact, too, that year after year the 
salaries of Superintendents, Assistant Super- 
intendents, special teachers, principals, and 
supernumeraries have been increased without 
warrant or reason. Those salaries can be re- 
duced. That will effect a big saving. Mr. 
Lindblom, who is a new member of the 
School Board, may know nothing about these 
things. He obtains his information in the 
office of the board from the high priced 
officials. The estimates of the Board of 
Education ought to be reduced intelligently. 
That cannot be done, how@ver, until Mr. 
Lindblom and his colleagues submit their 
estimates in intelligent form to the Council. 
This they have not done. Let the Council 
compel it to be done. It may lead to a large 
saving, certainly a much larger saving than 
Mr. Lindblom and his School Board colleagues 
and prompters seem to contemplate. 


DUPLICATE STREET NAMES. 

The magnitude to which the evil of dypli- 
cate street names has grown in this city 1s in- 
dicated by the list of 700 streets which Post- 
master Hesing’s private secretary has pre 
pared for submission to the committee of the 
Council appointed to investigate the matter, 
Some of the names are used not simply twice, 
but many times. For instance, there are 
twelve Park avenues, nine Washington and 
Oak streets and Irving avenues, eight Sher- 
man, Myrtle, Maple, Linden, and Grove 
streets, seven Union, Sheridan, and Lake 
streets, six Pine and Walnut streets, and four 
William streets. The confusion arising out 
of such conditions may be conceived of by a 
vivid imagination, but many columns would 
be required to describe it. : 

It is highly desirable that this confusion be 
obviated for the future by giving to many of 
these streets new designations, so that no two 
thoroughfares in the city shall bear the same 
name. This may seem an easy solution of 
the difficulty, but probably it could not be ar- 
rived at without considerable opposition. 
When the problem was attacked some two 
years ago there was a storm of protest from 
people living on the streets involved. The 
residents on these thoroughfares drew up and 
signed petitions against a change of name. 
Each man residing on them would have been 
willing to see other streets labeled afresh, but 
objected to his own being changed. The peti- 
tions were handed to the Aldermen from the 
various wards, and these officials proceeded 
on the supposition that to disregard the pro- 
tests would be to jeopardize their own 
chances for reélection. Hence they did noth- 
ing, and the subject was dropped after about 
$6,000 had been spent on it. 

But the topic cannot be tabled for ever. It 
is one of those ghosts that will not down,”’ 
but become bigger nuisances the longer they 
are letalone. The evil is growing with the 
continuous opening up of new streets, intro- 
ducing additional duplications, while the fill- 
ing in with a more dense population increases 
each year the amount of difficulty experienced 
in Gealing with the old ones. It must be 
grappled with some time, and the sooner the 
better, since the earlier it is taken in hand the 
less will have to be done in rectifying the mis. 
chief. It is like a debt drawing interest, 
which keeps on piling up all the time it is un- 

paid and doubles in the course of a few years 
if the interest be allowed to accumulate. So 
the question should not be if it is best to un- 
dertake the business or let it alone, but how 
best to do it. | 

One point the committee should bear in 
mind is the importance of not attempting too 
much, Several schemes have been proposed 
in former years and all failed because too 
radical, Almost certainly a thorough re- 
modeling ofthe system of street designa tion 
would be tabled for want of a sufficient force 
to put it through. Even if it were desired 
that such a reform be effected ultimately it 
should rather be prepared for than attempted 
to be ordered now. The ieast thickly popu- 
lated and the most recent of the streets ha v- 
ing names that are borne by others ought to 
be renamed as soon as practicable, and it is 
probable a majority of the property-owners 
would strongly favor that, while their sup- 
port could not be gained for a more radical 
measure. Numerous resident tenants might 
object, but their opposition would be only 


temporary, as to most of th zn the change | 


could not bring more annoyance than does 


the annual moving in which so many of them 


indulge about May day. 


THE PACIFIC RAILROAD STRIKE, 

Is transcontinental travel to be abolished 
for an indefinite period, except as people may 
fall back on,the old plan of carrying passen- 
gers in stage coaches and merchandise in 
freight wagons? There are intimations to this 
effect. The officers of organizations of work- 
ers on the Northern and Union Pacific roads 
have canvassed the desirability from their 
point of wiew of calling out all the em- 
ployés, and one of them is reported as say- 
ing that if these men go out those on the 
Southern Pacific will go out with them. The 
alleged grievance is the new schedule pro- 
posed by the receivers of the Northern Pa- 
cific, which is claimed to “ give the men no 
protection,” for which reason they are ex- 
pected to resolve not to put up with it. The 
question is to be submitted to a vote of all the 
em ployés., Sos 


An effort also is being made in Congress to 
-obtain the impeachment of Judge Jenkins of 


the United States Court for his decision at 
Milwaukee, in which the employés of the 
Northern Pacific were enjoined from striking 
or exercising other of what they deem their 
rights as members of trade organizations. 
They claim to have legal authority to act to- 
gether for the purpose of ** securmmg just regu- 
lation of the amount of their wages and the 
hours and conditions of labor, and that the 
law contemplates a general cessation of work 
on the part of employés as a possible conse- 
quence of failure to adjust matters in contro- 
versy between them and their emplofers, such 
cessation “entailing no more hardships upon 
vested property interests than would be in- 
flicted upon the industrial interests and the 
public welfare by the exercise on the part.of 
any employer of his undoubted right to dis- 
charge at one time all persons from his em. 
ploy.“ 

This is specious reasoning, and whether 
soundly logical or otherwise it may be just as 
well that the question be settled once for all, 
if that be possible. If a set of employés 
have the legal right to so act in combination 
as not only to prevent the property of others 
from being put toits legitimate use but to 
interpose a complete blockade on public 
travel and commerce, the fact ought to be 
known, andthe sooner the better. On the 
other hand may arise the grave consideration 
whether or not the managers of a property 
designed for the use of the public can be or 
ought to be forced to pay such wages that 
they must operate the property at a steady 
loss or not all. That, too, ought to be 
settled. 7 

The last-named point is one the workers 
ought to canvass well in their own interest, 
if they have no regard to the rights and con- 
veniences of the great public. An official of 
the line is credited with the statement that 
earnings on the Union Pacific are falling off 
at the rate of $200,000 per week and that 
no road could keep up wages under such con- 
ditions. In such ase the employés will not 
gain any advantage by striking. They can- 
not do so in any instance where the terms in- 
sisted. on by them involve a positive loss on 
the operations which they are hired to help. 
They cannot be ignorant of the fact that there 
has been a-big shrinkage in the volume and 
profits of business in the last few months, 
that the earrying companies have shared in 
the loss, as is evident from the great 
number that have been forced into bank- 
ruptcy, that workers in many other lines have 
accepted redyctions of pay with the belief 
that unless they did so the employers would 
be obliged to suspend operations, leaving 
them with nothing to do, and that even with 
these concessions made by the toilers a con- 
siderable proportion of the available labor in 
the United States is unemployed. If they 
would think over these things they might con- 
clude that the present is one of the very worst 
times they could choose for a strike against 
sucha moderate reduction of wages as the 
one proposed on the Pacific lines, and decide 
that if they have to strike at all they will de- 
fer it till a more convenient season. To strike 
now might turn out to be one of the greatest 
acts of suicidal folly they could be guilty of. 


ORNAMENTAL TAX-EATERS, 

There is not a department or bureau oK the 
municipal service where there are not a nuni- 
ber of useless officials who are paid large sal- 
aries. They are kept on the pay-roli of. the 
city on account of their supposed political 
services in the past or of their prospective 
usefulness. The Mayor, the members of the 
Finance committee, and the Aldermen know 
who they are, but they have not the courage 
to get rid of them, and thus practice economy 
for the city. Again, there is not a bureau nor 
a department where pet officials are not paid 
fancy salaries, much more than they could 
possibly earn at any other calling. They 
would work for iess. Better men than they 
are can be got to work for less, Take cases 
in point. Lawrence McGann, now Congress- 
nan from the Second District, is admitted to 
have been one of the most efficient Street 
Superintendents in the history of Chicago. 
He worked for $3,000 perannum, The pres- 
ent Street Superintendent gets $4,000 per 
annum, Mr. Bond, who served as Water 
Superintendent under Mayor Roche, was 
capable and efficient. He managed the water 
ofiice better than it was ever managed before 
or than it has been managed since. He was 
paid $3,000 per annum. The present Super- 
intendent, Crossette, 
principal duty is to provide more jobs for 
Democratic workers, is paid $4,000. These 
are not the only cases. The estimates teem 
with such inequalities. 

One thing that is now needed is a revision 
of the list of the officials. The unnecessary 
ones should be cut off. The loafers should be 
turned adrift, and the ornaniental officers 
should be made useful and put oa a reason- 
able salary and compelled to do honest work, 


COST OF GAS IN ENGLAND. 

An English paper gives the results oi in- 
quiries into the cost of making gas in Great 
Britain by municipal and private companies 
for the year 1892, and the profits realized 
from the operation. The private companies 
were 429 in number, being an increase of 34 
in the four years preceding, and the municipal 
works were 185 in number, an increase of 12 
inthe sametime. For the year before last 
the companies produced 10,138 feet and the 
local authorities 9, 882 feet of gas to the ton 
of coal, the ton weight there being 2,240 
pounds} Stated in United States money the 
companies received 95 cents per 1,000 and 
expended 71 cents, making a profit of 24 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet, or about 25 per 
cent of the total receipts. The local authori- 
ties received 83 cents and had a profit of about 
17% cents, the last being a much better 
showing than those for four and five years 
previously. The smaller average receipts by 
the local authorities are explained by the cir- 
cumstance that in some places they furnish 
gas free for public lighting and in others 
charge for it at cost. The same paper says 
the lower average expenditures of the local 
authorities may be accounted for by the fact 
that, speaking generally, the undertakings by 
the local authorities are situated in more 
thickly populated districts than those of the 
private companies. It says the lowest price 
charged for gas under the operation of the 
sliding scale was 423% cents per 21, 000 feet,

the company paying a dividend of 12½ per 
cent upon its original capital. This was at 
Plymouth, and the same price was charged at 
Hull, but not under the sliding scale, which al- 


‘lows an increase in the annual profits for each 


successive reduction made in the price 
charged to consumers. At Neweastle the 


price was 441¢ cents, with a reduction of 10 


per cent for prompt payment, and the divi- 
dend paid under the sliding scale was 9%{ per 
cent. One hundred and fifty-three companies 
paid a dividend of 10 per cent on their origi- 
nal capital and forty-seven paid dividends 
ranging from 10% to 27½ per cent, while 
only eighteen paid no dividends, Evidently 
the gas-making companies in the British Isles 
are content with smaller profits than are taken 
for the service by the companies in the United 
States. For the relatively low prices charged 
to consumers they give a pretty good article, 
since the averages of production per ton of 
fuel correspond to the quantities of gas that 
are obtainable by simple distillation of the 
coal without resort to the making of water 
gas. Somehow or other the latter seems to 
have fallen into disrepute in the United King- 
dom, even asa fuel, possibly more on account 
of the exploiting done by speculative compa- 
nies than because the article itself is not 
worth the cost of production when it does not 
have to pay a huge royalty to patentees of 
processes or machines for its manufacture,

Now they are grumfling because their 
alleged principles,“ it is alleged, are being 
acted on by chosen leaders who are suspected 
of proceeding on the theory of the man who 
being a little lame thought he had a right to 
start first, As well might a band of thieves 
find fault with some of their number who had 
refused to tote fair with the proceeds of a 
robbery. They are in a fair way to be beaten 
with their own weapons,

Mayor HorkiNs set an excellent object les- 
son in discipline at the City Hall Tuesday 
when he dismissed Morahan, the labor agita- 
tor, who instead of attending to his business 
led a delegation of his fellow agitators into

No Trace of Princess Colonna, 

No trace has yet been found of the Princess 
Colonna, the step-daughter of John W. 
Mackay, who is suing her husband for a ju- 
dicial separation here. The aolicitor of 
Prince Colonna will try to bring the matter 
before the tribunal in Paris tomorrow. The 
Prince has obtained a writ in a suit he has in- 
stituted in Naples, demanding that the Prin- 
cess return to the marital roof or in default 
thereof that the Prince be appointed 
guardian of the children. The case will come 
up for a hearing Feb. 10. There is reason to 
believe that the Princess was in the south of 
France a week ago. The deduction now is 
that she is either at Mentone, where the court 
gave her permission to reside, or that she has 
taken passage for Naw York. 

Liberia Will Sign the Treaty. 0 

The Temps says that the Government of 
French West Africa took possession of Half- 
Cavally, on the Liberian frontier, only in 
response to the inhabitants’ appeals for pro- 
tection from Liberia’s ill-treatment. The de- 
limitation treaty of 1892 is still unsigned and 
therefore was not regarded as hampering 
French action. Liberia has now consented 
to sign the treaty and the French force will be 
withdrawn from the frontier. 

French Army to Eat French Goods. 

The Petite Republique Francaise says that 
Gen. Mercier; Minister of War, has decided 
that the canned goods for the use of the army 
shall in the future be exclusively of French 
manufacture. Hitherto these goods have been 
furnishigd by Americans. The change will in- 
crease the cost to the government 130 per 
cent, and it will be necessary for the War De- 
partment to ask for a supplementary credit. 

French Officer Invents a New Rifle. 

The Fiyaro says a retired naval officer has 
invented a rifle that is capable of firing two 
kinds of explosive bullets. These have im- 
mensé power of penetration, and 100 of them 
weigh only 1,200 grammes. 

To Pass the Corn Tax at Once. 

A movement is on foot to haive the Cham- 
ber of Deputies vote the increased corn tax 
this week.

Small Majority for It in the Reichstag 
Now Certain- Language Too Strong. 

Beri, Feb. 7.—The approval of the 
Russo-German commercial treaty by a small 
majority in the Reichstag is considered cer- 
tain. The statement is made by a leading 
Liberal, who was at Chancellor von Caprivi's 
soirée, that the Emperor's language in urging 
the necessity of the Russian treaty was too 
strong to be reproduced; that the Emperor 
said that if the treaty was not adopted Ger. 
many would have war. with Russia before 
three moyths were passed. Russia was bent 
upon the treaty and the Czar was identified 
with it. It is said that Emperor William ful- 
somely praised the Czar, saying: He is a 
Prince of peace like myself.” In conversa- 
tion with one of the conservative members of 
the Reichstag the Emperor said that he haa 
carefully studied the agricultural distress and 
anxiously contemplated remedies to relieve 
it. Nevertheless he was convinced that aduty 
on grain of 834 marks would be sufficient for 
the protection of the German farmers. The 
radical newspapers express strongly their ap- 
proval of the Emperor’s forcible words in 
favor of the Russian commercial treaty. Eu- 
gene Richter’s Freisinnige Zeitung is ever in- 
clined to impugn Herr.von Levetzow, Presi- 
dent of the Reichstag. for developing views 
hardly in harmony with the Emperor’s. The 
Conservatives regard the Emperor’s words as 
intended to exert pressure upon the Deputies, 
and their journals, in answering the Radical 
press, say that the Radicals would have raised 
the loudest outcry against this interference 
with the freedom of the Reichstag had they 
been opponents of the measure desired by the 
Emperor. a 

Lonpon, Feb. 8.—The Daily News’ corre- 
spondent in Berlin says: It is daily becom- 
ing clearer that the bulk of the Conservatives 
will be unable to maintain their resistance 
longer. They probably will make a virtue of 
a necessity and make their peace with the 
government.“

Committee of Medical Men Meets and Out- 
lines New Requirements. 

A committee of the Association of the Amer- 
ican Medical Colleges met atthe Grand Pa- 
cific yesterday afternoon to prepare amend- 
ments to the constitution of that body for pres- 
entation to the nextannual meeting, which 
will be held in San Francisco in June. The 
following members of the committee were 
present: President E. L. Holmies, representing 
the Rush Medical College, Chicago; Secretary 
R. H. Millard,Medical University of Minnesota; 
Dr. V. C. Vaughan, University of Michigan; 
Dr. Walker, Detroit Medical College; Dr. 
Baker, Cleveland Medical College; Dr. Shro- 
der. University of Iowa; Dr. Flynn, Medical 
College of Indiana; Dr. Stemen, Medical 
College of Indiana; Dr. Hall, College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, Chicago; Dr. Mergler, 
Women’s Medical College, Chicago; Dr. N. 
S. Davis. Chicago Medical College, 

The committee agree l upon the following 
as necessary to admission to any of the sev. 
enty-one colleges forming the American Asso- 
ciation: 

English composition, in candidate’s han@writ- 
ing. not less than 200 words, composition to in- 
clude spelling, punctuation, paragraph- 
ing. and construction. Examination in 
arithmetic, algebra, through  quadratics, aud 
elementary physics. Latin to the extent of one 
year’s study as indicated by Harkness’ Latin 
Reader. 

Graduates or matriculates of reputable col- 
leges and high schools of the first grade, or nor- 
mal schools’ established by State authority, or 
who have successfully passed the examination 
provided by the State of New York, may be ex- 
empt from the requirements named. 

Students deficient in one or more branches 
named as requirements shall have time until the 
beginning of the second year to make up such 
deficiency ; provided, however, that students who 
failin any two of the requirements in this sec- 
ond @¢xamination shall not be admitted tothe 
second course. : 

A resolution was adopted to recommend to 
the association that after the year 1895 no 
medical college shall be permitted to remain 
or become a member of the association that 
does not provide either for a three-year course 
of eight months’ study ora four-year course 
of not less than six monthsin each year. A 
subcommittee was ordered to be appointed to 
prepare a curriculum of studies in the medi- 
cal colleges providing for the minimum of 
time and lectures to be devoted to each one. 
This subcommittee will report to the general 
committee at the San Francisco conyention. 


RESOLVE TO INSURE THEMSELVES, 


Manufacturers Paying Enormous Sums in 
8 Excess of Losses. 

InpIaANAPporis, Ind., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—A 
new mutual insurance company scheme was 
projected here today by a number of Indiana 
manufacturers. The National Manufacturers’ 
Association, that holds its convention here 
next June, is back of the scheme. The asso- 
ciation has long been grumbling at what it 
believed to be extortionate rates of insurance 
on manufacturing property. It has collected 
data from the largest manufacturers in the 
country and from 120 companies. It found 
the total of premiums paid for five years 
was $442,824; losses recovered, $71,804; 
leaving profits to the insurance companies of 
$371,020. Otto Stechan, a local member, 
reported that Cincinnati manufacturers alone 
during the same period paid in premiunis 
$400,000, losses recovered were $45,000, 
and the profits to the insuring companies were 
$355,000. The report from the list of Chi- 
cago manufacturers is not complete, but the 
men have gone far enough to know that the 
profits from Chicago’s enormous manufactur. 
ing concerns will be $1,000,000. With such 
facts the association holds that manufactur. 
ers should have their own mutual insurance 
company. The following committee

ARGUMENTS IN THE NORTHERN PA- 
OTTO RECEIVER OASE. 


Ex.Senator Spooner’s Eloquent Words in 
Refutation of Charges Against the 
Court’s Ofticers=Mr. Pettit Will Close 

the Case Today z President Reinhart 
Pleased with the Condition of the Santa 
FeeNew Freight Pool from Missouri 
River, Kansas, and Nebraska Points. 


Mitwavxker, Wis., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—Re- 
ceiver Oakes of the Northern Pacific company 
shed tears in court teday. It was a dramatic 
scene, witnessed by thosé near by, to see the 
tears fill his eyes while ex-United States Sena- 
tor Spooner portrayed the disgrace that would 
come upon Mr. Oukes if the court sustained 
the allegations made against him in the 
petition for his removal. The court was 
asked, Mr. Spooner said, to remove Mr. 
Oakes on the ground that he was unworthy of 
the trust. That means in this case and 
in every case, whatever may be the formal 
proceedings, whatever may be the form in 
which it is to be disposed of, everything in a 
man’s life, character gone, his life changed, 
his future gone, shame brought into his 
household, and a cloud put into the heart 
which heals only with the touch of death.“ 
As the speaker worked up to a climax Mr, 
Oakes was visibly affected, and when the Sen- 
ator rendered the last eloquent passage the 
financie? could not restrain the tears. 

Mr. Spooner spoke emphatically of the 
recklessness of others’ feelings and reputations 
exhibited by the makers of the petition, 
which contained such grave charges and was 
unsubstantiated by a single affidavit. On 
such a showing the petitions had no right to 
ask a reference and to put Mr. Oakes on trial 
before a Master, and Col. Pettit’s replication 
had not made the matter an issue which en- 
titled him to a delay. If the practice ig al- 
lowed to become such there will be no end of 
trouble in railroad receiverships and no end 
to obstruction. 

Mr. Spooner said there was no need for 
him to say anything in defense of Mr. Payne, 
‘+ who never in his life betrayed the trust of 
any man or woman or child.“ It was said 
that he had had no railroad experience and 
his health was not as good as it might be.“ 
That was not so, for he was a man of wide 
business experience, he said, and happily his 
ill health had passed. As for Mr. Rouse, Mr. 
Ives himself had’ spoken the best possible 
word for him when he declared that he was 
at the head of a road 2,000 miles long which, 
through his close attention, had not suffered 
as have other roads. While he had given his 
own road close attention, he had found time to 
go over evéry foot of the great Northern Pa- 
citic system, and his exhaustive report of the 
condition of the road was a part of the record 
of the case. Mr. Oakes’ reputation was suffi- 
cient in itself without further comment. 


Spooner’s Attack on Brayton Ives, 


Mr. Spooner began his attack on Brayton 
Ives by referring to his famous report which 
spoke of every matter charged against the 
receivers, and contained only praise for Mr. 
Oakes and not a word of censure. He then 
referred to Mr. Ives’ methods and his actions 
in this matter, and he denounced them in 
severe terms. He referred to the present phase 
of the litigation as an outgrowth of Mr. Ives’ 
personal fight against Mr. Oakes, which had 
been disgracefully’ vindictive. Receivers 
Payne and Rouse had been criticised, Mr. 
Spooner said, for not resisting the appoint- 
ment of receivers for the branch lines. There 
were twenty-seven of these lines and a major- 
ity of them were not paying operating ex- 
penses when the receivers took hold of the 
system. The earnmgs of the main and the 
branch lines were falling off with phenomenal 
rapidity at that time. In a sense the North- 
ern Pacific was in possession of some of the 
lines, but in a greater sense it was nut, be- 
cause the bonds of the lines were held by the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust company. 

Judge Jenkins remarked that he saw no 
need for receivers being appointed for those 
lines when the Northern Pacific receivers had 
the branch lines in their possession by virtue 
of the receivership. Mr. Spooner tried to ex- 
plain, but Judge Jenkins remarked several 
times that he couki not understand the mat- 
ter. Sup | 
the branch lines at 50 per cent more than was 
paid under the old agreement,” continued 
Judge Jenkins. It was simply paying the 
Northern Pacific from Northern Pacific 
funds.“ 

Mr. Spooner said that one of the causes that 
led to the ruin of the Northern Pacific and 
other transcontinental lines was the fact that 
they were restricted by an inter-State com- 
merce act, while their great competitor, the 
Canadian Pacific, was not affected by any 
such law. If some of the branch lines were 
built in advance of thetimes, or _lid not pay, 

or should not have been built, it Was no reason. 
Mr. Spooner said. of impeaching the honesty 
and integrity of Mr. Oakes. 

As to the allegations concerning the Chica- 
go und Northern Pacific Mr. Spooner said it 
was absoluiely necessary for the Northern 
Pacific to extend its tertninus to Chicago. It 
had to do this to get business because the 
Northwestern and St. Paul lines had made 
traffic arrangements with the Union Pacific, 
u competitor of the Northern Pacific. Mr. 
Oakes believed the marvelous growth of Chi- 
cago would make the terminals of great value 
to the Northern Pacific and that the rental it 
would receive from other roads would cost 
his road little or nothing. 

Others Defend Mr. Oakes, 

Herbert Turner, representing the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust company, read an affidavit of 
President Ralston of the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company, denying the charges made 
against him in the petition for the removal of 
the receivers. James G. Flanders, for the 
Furmers“ Loan and Trust company, spoke 
against reference of any part of the petition. 
Mr. Flanders ‘also defended Mr. Oakes. _F 
dwelt upon Mr. Oakes’ fitness for the receiver- 
ship and the necessity of having a man of 


in the hands of the court. 

William Nelson Cromwell of New York, in 
speaking for the receivers, stirred up the op- 
position by making a reference to an offer 
from Brayton Ives to drop the litigation if 
some arrangement could be made to give Mr. 
Ives a place in the ‘receivership. Col. Pettit 
declared that the allegation was outside the 
recotd and he could not let it go unchal- 
lenged. He did not know of any such offer. 
Mr. Cromwell found in the answer of P. B. 
Winston & copy of a resolution of the North- 
ern Pacific directors asking Mr. Oakes to re- 
sign and suggesting Mr. Ives for his successor, 
together with an extract from a letter written 
by Mr. Ives which could be construed ta be 
an offer for compromise. 

When Mr. Pettit began the closing argu- 
ment for the petitioners Messrs. Oakes and 
Rouse left the courtroom, Mr. Payne remain- 
ing. Mr. Pettit said it was ridiculous for the 
attorneys of the receivers to presume, as they 
had done in their argument, that no proof 
was necessary in a case like this; The 
Oakes management, Mr. Pettit said, 
had issued $375,000 in bonds to build 
the Green River and Northern, which 
was 1214 miles long, and the gross earnings 
of which amounted in a year to the enormous 
sum of $775. This was a sample of the ruin- 
ous branch line policy. Mr. Pettit said there 
was everything to investigate. Why was 
$20,000 a mile spent on a road that could 
be built for $8,000 a mile, as was 
done in the case of the Northern Pacific and 
Manitoba road? The Northern Pacific had lost 
$25,000 a year in the operation of this road. 
Mr. Pettit had not concluded his argument 
when court adjourned. Judge Jenkins in- 
formed him that he intended to go to Chicago 
at 11 o’clock tomorrow morning, if possible, 
but if not he would remain through theday to 
hear the counsel. Mr. Pettit said that if. pos- 
sible he would finish in the morning and con- 
clude the hearing.

ALL FREIGHT TRAFFIC TO BE DIVIDED 


River, Kansas, and Nebraska Lines. 

Lines interested in the freight traffic from 
Missouri River points and from points in 
Kansas and Nebraska have just concluded an 
important arrangement for the division of all 
traffic from those points to the East and 
Southeast. The traffic managers of all these 
lines have been in session for several days. 
Great demoralization has existed in (east- 
bound rates from the Missouri River and be- 
yond for more than a year past and much rev- 
enue has been sacrificed on that account. 
About a month ago the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé found it necessary to meke a flat 
rate of nine cents on wheat and eight cents on 
corn from the Missouri River to Chicago in 
order to meet the secret cuts made by 
Missouri River terminal lines, Other roads 
made proportional rates at the same figures. 
A week ago a meeting of the traffic managers 
of the lines in interest was held with a view of 
restoring the rates, but nothing could be done 
because the Missouri, Kansasand Texas, Kan- 
sas City, Fort Scott and Memphis and Chi- 
cago Great Western railroads were not mem- 
bers of the Western Freight Association and 
therefore could not be controlled by the as- 
sociation, A subcommittee was n ap- 
pointed to confer with the managers of those 
roads and induce them to join.the association. 
While the subcommittee did not succeed in 
getting those roads to become members of 
the Western Freight Association it was suc- 
cessful in inducing them to become parties to 
aspecial agreement for the pooling of the 
traffic from the points named. Ata general 
meeting of all the lines held at Chairman 
Midgley’s office yesterday and the day pre- 
vious a final agreement was reached. it pro- 
vides for a division of all freight traffic from 
Missouri River points and all points in Ne- 
braska and Kgnsasto the East and South- 
east, including business going to or via Mis- 
sissippi River points from New Orleans and 
St. Paul. Tariff rates will be restored March 
15 and-the agreement: becomes effective 
March 1. Nocommissions or drawbacks of 
any kind will be allowed or other special in- 
ducéments given to shippers. The traffic is 
to be divided proportionally between the 
various roads parties to the agreement. 
Chairman Midgley of the Western Freight 
Association will be in charge of the new as- 
sociation, !

Hardly a day passes that the Union Pacific 
does not take some steps upsetting the plans of 
the General Passenger Agents of the linesin the 
Western Passenger Association for maintaining 
uniform rates and commissions.

Slight Damage by Fire. 

Little if any damage was done by fire, but 
there may be some by thieves. Furee men 
were basy breaking open a case when the 
glitter of a star scared them. They said the 
case was too heavy to moveand they were 
trying to save the contents because the water 
was rising. The case contained wine in bat- 
tles. They probably wanted to save the 
labels. 

Marshal O'Malley said the fire was un- 
doubtedly an incendiary’s work. 

It was hot at the start, he said. The 
wind blew the fire back into the building and 
it looked as if the whole place would go. I 
think we have been particularly lucky to hold 
the fire as we have done and we're luckier 
still in having no one hurt. The way things 
fell around here wasa caution. There was 
some sort of an angel up there on that corner 
and it came down with a run. There were 
several men right below. but they dodged the 
angel as if it was a fiend. Well they might. 
It went clear through the floor. There's not 
much damage done after all the trouble.“ 

The blaze was under control at 5:30 o’clock 
and all but three of the engines were ordered 
in. One engine was kept for the greater part 
of the night and the firemen were busy in 
putting out small blazes which kept breaking 
out at points beneath the roof and between 
the walls of staff and dry timber. The space 
burned was 100x150 feet along the roof east 
and north from the corner. About fifty feet 
square of the roof fell in. 


Few Exhibits in the Building. 

There were but few exhibits in the building. 
Owing to the many complaints regarding the 
slowness with which they were moved out an 
extra force of men was put on yesterday and 
within an hour the majority of the cases were 
packed in wagons and taken out. A few 
easés belongmg to Russia, Mexico, and to 
Dr. Wilson of Philadelphia were all that were 
left. What remained of the Russian exhibit 
was situated directly under the burning por- 
tion of the building. It consisted of two tons 
of flour packed ready for shipment 
and some miscellaneous cases of grain. 
The flour was ruined by water. Scattered 
throughout the building, out of reach of the 
flames, were the cases of Spanish and Mexi- 
can goods and those belonging to Dr. Wilson. 
The latter are intended for the Philadelphia 
Museum. The Mexican exhibits consist of 
curios and were donated to the Columbian 
Museum. None of the exhibits was injured. 
The two tons of flour destroyed by water were 
all that remained of the Russian ex hibit. 
Sometime ago the Russian Commissioner 
wished to give the flour to the city, to be dis- 
: He notified the 
Collector of Customs to this effect, but was 
told that the goods could not be removed un- 
til the duty was paid. Ihe Commissioner of- 
fered to pay $20 toward the amount, but his 
offer was refused. 

Up in a small room in the corner of the 


_colonnade was stored à large quantity of heavy 
cable and insulated. wire belonging to Mr. 


Monroe of the Insulated Wire and Cable com- 
pany. Mr. Monroe had entire charge of in- 
sulating the electric wire in the Fair build- 
ings. After the close of the Fair he stored 
the stuff in the Agricultural Building. He 
valued it at $15,000 and says it will be a 
total loss. 

1 Allison, who turned in the alarm, 
said: f 

There is not a sufficient force of guards 
here to cover the large buildings and it is im- 
possible to keep these tramps out. They have 
secret passages under the floor through which 
they come and go. They eome here expecting 
to pick up anything that may be left, and the 
disappearance ofa number of small cases is 
due to them. There are only three guards in 
the Agricultural Building, two of whom are 
stationed at the west and south doors, and the 
other patrols the building. Wednesday 
morning about 2.0’clock we saw a light in 
the east end of the building and knowing it 
must be made by strangers we tried to sur- 
round and capture them. Our efforts were 
useless. however, for they made use of one of 
the numerous, underground passages and es- 


caped,”’ 


Attempts at Incendiarism, 


Col. Rice was asked concerning the recent 
attempts to burn the Terminal Building, in 
which the customs offices and the storeroom 
for bonded goods are located. Two attempts 
were made last Thursday to set fire to the 
horth side of the building. Little heaps of 
wood were piled near the stairways and then 
set on fire. The blaze was in each case dis. 
covered before any headway was gained. 

There was not the least doubt in the world 
as to the intention to set the Terminal Build. 
ing on fire,“ said Col. Rice, and in each case 
the discovery of the incipient blaze was made 
just in time to avert a serious fire. What the 
object of the incendiaries can be it is hard to 
guess. So far as I can see there is only one 
conclusion to be reached—namely : that in each 
case it was the work of tramps. Certainly 
the persons interested in the goods stored 
there could hardly be benefited by the fire. 
In case they were destroyed it would be hard 
work to recovef the value of the goods. Luti- 
gation would doubtless ensue and a long 
and tedious time would elapse before insur- 
ance could be settled. That,I think, pre- 
cludes the possibility of the fires being incen- 
diary for the purpose of recovering insur- 
ance. Besides, there are the fires in the Agri- 
cultural Building. The one this morning 
came near to resulting seriously. In a few 


minutes the woodwork of the columns on the 
north side of the building would have been in 


flames had not the discovery been made when 
it was. The blazé was extinguished witha 
chemical apparatus. The attempt to burn 
the Agricultural Building could only have 
been made by a tramp and simply out of 
malice.” — ; 

There is no insurance interest whatever on 
the building or contents. The sliding scale 
which was adopted ran the building insur- 
ance off in installments of 20 per cent a 
month long before the Peristyle fire. The 
only insurance interest at the time of the last 
fire was on exhibits in nufactures 
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and 5 feet in diameter. Pavilions were reared 
from each corner and from the center of the 
building, the center one being 144 feet 
square. The corner pavilions were connected 
by curtains, forming a continuous arcade 
around the top of the building. The main 
entrance led through an opening 64 feet 
wide into a vestibule, from which entrance was 
had to the rotunda, 100 feet in diameter. 
This rotunda was surmounted by a glass 
dome 130 feet high. Throughout the main 
vestibule statuary, illustrative of the agr.cult- 
ural industry was placed, The corner pavil- 
ions were surmounted by towers ninety-six 
feet high. and above these towered groups of 
statuary. Thedesign for these domes was 
that of three femaleefigures of herculean pro- 
portions supporting an immense globe. The 
building and its contents were in c arge of W. 
I. Buchanan, chief of the agricultural depart- 
ment, 


DAMAGE IN STATE STREET FIRE, 
— — 


Firms in a Five-Story Building Sustain a 
$10,000 Loss. 

The firms occupying the five-story brick 
building at Nos. 217-219 State street were 
damaged by fire early last evening to the ex- 
tent of $10,000. The fire began in the 
engine room and - ran up the elevator shaft to 
the roof. When discovered by Officer Naugh- 
ten the shaft was ablaze from the ground to 
the roof. The engines that responded to the 
first alarm were insufficient to cope with the 
blaze and Assistant Chief Musham turned in 
a 4-11. With the additional engines the 
fire was quickly subdued. The chief 
sutterer was Chester E. Harvey, who 
had a photographic studio on the top floor. 
As the roof was partly destroyed, the entire 
studio was wrecked, and its contents will bea 
total loss, amounting to $4,000. On the 
floor beneath C. W. Stallman & Co., manu- 
facturers of sealskin garments, were dam- 
aged tothe extent of 54.000. De Muth & 
Co., dealers in shoes, occupied the ground 
floor, but their stock was not damag The 
other two floors were unoccupied. The dam- 
age to the building was $2,000. 

The smoke from the tire got through into 
the buildinginext south, occupied on the first 
and second floor by H. H. Kohlsaat & Co. 
The three upper floors were vacant, and as 
these were the only floors to which the smoke 
penetrated no damage was done,

CONFESS THEY ROBBED FREIGHT CARS. 


South Chicago Would-Be Postoffice Burg- 
lars Tell of Their Records, 

The police at South Chicago believe they 
have captured the men who have been rob- 
bing the Baltimore and Ohio freight cars of 
hundreds of dollars’ worth of property 
during the last six months. Frank 
Noonan, Daniel Cullon, Claude De 
Namin, and Joseph Rogers are the 
four who were arrested when they were in the 
act of breaking into the South Chicago’ Post- 
office. These men it is now alleged are pro- 
fessional crooks, two of them havmg served 
terms in the penitentiary and the other 
two it is known have been arrested on 
charges of robbery and burglary. For six 
months the detectives of the Baltimons and 
Ohio road have been trying to discover who 
it was that was looting freight cars, The 
officers now know that at. least two 
of the prisoners had something to do 
with these robberies, as they have 
confessed their part of the crime and they 
implicate the other two. The method of rob- 
bing the cars, the prisoners say, was to board 
a freight train ten or tifteen miles outside 
the city limits and then force open a car 
while tram was in motion. Valuable 
merchandise would then be thrown alongside 
the track and subsequently the thieves would 
go back and gather up their booty.

Teachers Respecting Songbirds, 


Game Warden Charies H. Blow has issued a 
notice in circular form that purports to be a 
condensed statement of the game laws of 
Illinois. Sportsmen and ornithologists will 
thank Mr. Blow for the paragraph in his cir- 
cular that asks school principals to see that 
their pupils protect the song and plamage 
birds, ‘Chis is the best and only way perhaps 
to secure the perpetuation of the species com- 
mon to Illinois, 

The rest of Mr, Blow’s printed communica- 
tion is a curiosity. It has been sent broad- 
cast over the State, a sporting paper having 
used it asa folder. The editor confesses that 
he had not read the circular before sending it 
to his subscribers. The Game Warden starts 
out with the statement that it is unlawful to 
kill prairie chicken, grouse, pheasant, 
quail, deer, antelope, turkey, squirtel 
of any kind, or any song birds 
after Feb. 1. Every farmer’s boy in 
the State knows that no prairie chicken may 
be killed lawfully after Nov. 1, and that 
grouse (Bonasa Umbellus) and quail are pro- 
tected by law after Dec. 1. Moreover, it, is 
unlawful at any season of the year to kill any 
of the song birds which Mr. Blow enumerates. 
These birds are covered by law at all seasons. 
Squirrels cannot be shot legally after Dec. 
until the open season for them begins in 

ine, 

— Where His Mistake Originated. 

Mr. Blow has been led into error doubtless 
by the fact that game mag be sold in this 
State until Feb. 1, provided that the game so 
scld has been brought from other States. It 
is unlawfui to sell at any time any game, ex- 
cept water fowl, that has been killed in the 
State of Illinois. Further down in the Game 


Warden’s circular stands this somewhat start- | 


ling sentence: 

The sale of all game except water fowl is pro- 
hibited by law in the State of Illinois. 

If this was correct the tons of game sold 
this winter on South Water street would, if 
the penalties could be collected. net the State 
enough money to run its government for some 
years. Mr. Blow probably means that it is 
unla ful to sell at auy time game killed in 
Illinois. 

The following is a correct statement of the 
killing of game and song birds in Illinois: 


Text of the Law. 


It is unlawful to hunt, kill, or destroy any 
prairie chicken between Nov. 1 and Sept. 15; 
or any ruffled. grouse, pheasant, or quail be- 
tween Dec. 1 and Oct. 1; or any wild 
duck, goose, btant, or other water fowl be- 
tween April 15 and Sept. 15; orany woodcock 
between Sept. 15 and July 15 of each and every 
year. The penalty for violating this law is a 
fine of not less than $5 nor more than $25 
for each offense, and to stand committed to 
the County Jail until fine is paid. It is also 
unlawful to hunt, kill, or destroy any black, 


| red, gray, or fox squirrel between Dec. 15 


It is also unlawful to attempt to 
trap. net, ensnare, destroy, or kill any robin, 
bluebird, swallow,, martin, mosquito-hawk, 
whippoorwill, cuckoo, woodpecker, catbird, 
brown thrush, redbird, hangingbird, buzzard, 
wren, hummingbird, dove, goldfinch, mock- 
ingbird, blue jay, bullfinch, thrush, lark, 
cherrybird, yellowbird, oriole, or bobolink, 
or to rob or destroy the nests of the same. 
The penalty is $5 for each offense. 0 

It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale at 
any time any wild turkey, prairie chicken, 
or pinnated grouse, quail, ruffled grouse, or 
pheasant, or any gray, red, fox, or black 
squirrel which have been killed in the State of 
Illinois, or to export the same. 

„Wild geese and ducks may be sold in this 
State from Sept. 15 to April 15 of each and 
every year. Deer, antelope. wild turkey, 
prairie chicken, or pinnated grouse, ruffled 
grouse, and quail may be sold in this State 
after Oct. 1 to Feb. 1 of each and every year 
when brought from other States.“ 

The residents at Fox and adjacent lakes 
held a meeting in the Sherman House yester- 
day.

R. Bortree of the National Game Protection 
Association. A large sum ofamoney was sub- 
scribed and notices will be pripted and posted 
along the shores of the lakes, calling atten- 
tion to the State laws concerning the killing 
of game. James McNeil has been appointed 
a deputy game and fish warden to see that the 
law is enforced. One of the residents at Fox 
Lake said that during the last winter more 
fish has been taken out of the lake than in the 
preceding two years and if continued at the 
same rate andther year there would not be 
any fish left in the lake,

First How much money is now in the 
hands of the Treasurer belonging to the tax- 
payers and due to the latter for rebates on 
special assessments which ought to be re- 
funded?

INJUNCTION AGAINST LAKE STREET I. 


More West Side Property-Owners Begin 
SuiteGrounds in Their Complaint. 

An injunction against the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad company, in a case commenced 
in the Circuit Court Tuesday night, was is- 
sued yesterday by Judge Gibbons and served 
upon the officers of the company. This re- 
strains them from proceeding with the con- 
struction of the L' road on West Lake 
street, between West Forty-eighth and Fifty- 
second streets, Owners of property on that 
portion of the street are the complainants.

FURTHER RESULTS OF CANINE CLINIC, 


Prof, Butler Is in Doubt as to the Efficacy 
of the Morphine Antidote. 

The canine clinic which Prof. G. F. Butler was 
to have held yesterday morning at the Rush 
Medical College for the purpose of experi- 
menting with the permanganate of potash as 
an antidote for morphine was not held. The 
reason was that Prof. Butler was discouraged 
by the experiment of Tuesday. The New- 
foundland dog that figured in that clinic was 
unable to rise.from the floor yesterday. This 
dog took hypodermically six grains of mor- 
phine and ten grains of the ee ae 
The two drugs together nearly killed it. Yes- 
terday it was sensible and lively, but so par- 
alyzed that it could not rise from the floor. 

At the very hour when Prof. Butler's experi- 
ment turned out adversely Dr. McDoneil's 
experiment on West Madison street was turn- 
ing out favorably. Dr. McDonell gave twen- 
ty graine of morphine and only two or three 
grains of the périnanganate. The two experi- 
ments seemed to Prof. Butler to indicate that 
possibly he gave too much of the perman- 
ganate. 

Prof. Butler says that some years ago he 
lived on a Western sheep ranch and always 
carried permanganate and a hypodermic 
syringe with him as an antidote for snake 
bite. On one occasion a herder was bitten by 
a rattlesnake and an injection of ten grains of 
the permanganate, together with copious 
draughts of whisky, saved his life. But the 
Smithsonian Institution conducted experi- 
ments the conclusion of which was that the 
Prot. Butler i was not a cure for snake bite. 

f. Butler is not sanguine about the drug 

being an antidote for morphine. He thinks, 
however, that if it were tried on ten dogs at a 
time it might yield some scientific * 
and he means to try it this way as soon as he 
can collect a ta puck of dogs fonthe purpose.

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WATER SHOULD NOT BE GIVEN TO 
RELIGIOUS INSTITUTIONS. 


Mayor Hopkins, Corporation Counsel Ru- 
bens, and Many Aldermen Oppose the 
Pending Combination Ordinance=Lob- 
bying Goes Ou to Prevent the Cut in Po- 
lice Salaries=Street Lamps Ordered for 
Ways Lighted by Electricity — Mayor 
Notifies Employes to Attend to Business. 


There is much opposition to the ordinance 
presented in the Council a week ago Monday 
by Corporation Counsel Rubens exempting 
churches, charitable institutions, parsonages, 
etc., from the payment of water rates. As 
was shown in Tus Trisune of yesterday it is 
unconstitutional and wrong in principle. Mr. 
Rubens does not. advocate it nor does the 
Mayor. Mr. Rubens says he simply united 
existing ordinances into one. He does not 
argue for the constitutionality of ‘the new or- 
dinance. Judging from his manner he does 
Neither does the 
Mayor. It is now before the Committee on 
Fire and Water, of which Ald. O'Neill is 
Chairman. The committee has not been 
called together yet, but it is believed it will 
report adversely on the ordinance. In that 
case the water rents of the city would be in- 
creased greatly. 

Ald. O’Neill said yesterday concerning the 
ordinance: I believe every person in Chi- 
cago who uses water ought to pay forit. The 
people of the city have built up the water sys- 
tem and they are responsible for keeping it 
up and forthe payment of the water: bonds 
and certificates. I am not opposing any 
church, any college, or any charitable insti- 
tution when I say every person should be 
treated fairly, and each should therefore pay 
his share of the water rates. I am opposed 
to the ordinance. I do not know that I shall 
set myself up against all other Aldermen in 
the Council when the matter comes up for 
passage, but Ido not favor giving water to 
any one.“ 

“The Constitution of the United States 
grants to every person freedom in religious 
matters,“ said another prominent Alderman. 
Such freedom is not granted when a man is 
taxed against his will for the support even to 
the slightest extent of any church. Why 
should a Catholie be compeiled to help pay 
for water used in a Protestant church ora 
Protestant for that used in a Catholic church? 
Why should I be compelled to help support a 
theological seminary or a medical -college? 
Why should I help pay the water rates ofa 
minister living ina parsonage? There is no 
reason for it. The principle is wrong. The 
people suppert the water-works and every 
man should pay his just share. Besides, as I 
have pointed out, it is unconstitutional. It is 

a relic of the days of the union of Church and 
State.” 

‘lam 8081 in favor of the ordinance as it is 
drawn, said Ald. Kleinecke, It is unrea- 
sonabie. The amount that would have to be 
paid by any of the institutions made exempt 
by the ordinance is small, but it is the princi- 
ple I object to. I think the ordinance is 
wrong. Perhaps a church should be exempt; 
but why should a parsonage? If I as a mem- 
ber of one church contribute to its support, 
why should I help support some other church? 
{ can’t see any reason for it.“ 

Other Aldermen expressed themselves simi- 
larly. The Mayor said: I am not urging 
the passage of the ordinance. The case of 
the Y. M. C. A. building showed the existing 
ordinances are defective. This one was pro- 
posed asa general ordinance to take their 
place. I rather think myself all these institu- 
tions ought to pay water rares. They pay for 
gas and for postage stamps and for coal. Why 
should they be furnished with free water?” 
The opposition to the measure is likely to 
increase. 

Attorney Noonan of the West Park Com-

Lawler, Hildreth, Dixon, and Cullerton 
Trying to Keep Salaries Up. 

Frank Lawler, Arthur Dixon, Edward Cul- 
lerton, ex-Ald. Hildreth, and others are show- 
ing great interest in the members of the Police 
and Fire Departments. Day before yesterday 
delegates from the different police stations 
held a meeting at the Harrison Street Station 
and appointed a committee tocall upon Alder- 
men to protest and vote against a reduction 
of 10 per cent in their salaries, such a reduc- 
tion having been recommended by the Coun- 
cil Finance committee. These men heard 
of the meeting and determined to do 
a little lobbymg. They were at the 
City Hall yesterday and every Alderman who 
approached them was asked not to vote for 
the proposed reduction. Many of the Alder- 
men gave their promise. These were not diffi- 
cult to secure, for the police and firemen in 
Chicago are a vast army and most of the 
Aldermen are out for reélection. Lawler 
wants to go before the Finance committee on 
the subject. But he will not be given an op- 
portunity. The members of the Finance 
committee understand the matter just as well 
as Lawler does. Asa matter of fact it is not 
the intention to touch salaries of $900 or 
under. This will save the most of the firemen 
and ail but first-class patrolmen. The general 
impression is that the final report of the com- 
mittee — leave the first-class patrolmen un- 
touched also. 

Lawler and some of those who are acting 
with him are gommg to propose to the Mayor 
that the revenues of the city be increased by 
levying a tax upon every class of business in 
the city, just as the peddler license is now 
levied. In this way they figure the city’s in- 
come will besuch that it will not be neces- 
sary to decrease salaries. 

Many delegations, some of them headed by 
Aldermen who are members of the Finance 
committee, have called upon the Mayor with- 
in the last few days, asking the retention of 
men who are already on the police force, and 
against whom no charges are pending. This 
is taken to mean that the Finance committee 
not only will recommend a reduction of sala- 
ries but a reduction of force as well. But 
Chief Brennan says he has been given to un- 
derstand that his force will not be reduced; 
and Ald. Madden, Chairman of the Finance 
committee, said several days ago no reduc- 
duction of the forces in either the Police or 
Fire Department was contemplated.

SOHAEFER BADLY DEFEATED BY THE

In the Opening Game of the New Series 
the Wizartl Plays an Exceptionally 
Poor Game and Makes an Average of 
Less than Eleven=The New-Yorker 
Steadily Rolls Up Points and in a Big 
Average Wins One of the Best Games 
of His Life.

In the second inning he made eight 
and followed Slosson’s miss with seventeen. 
Slosson then took the balls at the lower end 
of the table and soon had them clicking so 
fast that the crowd clapped with delight... 
Some of the prettiest balk line nursing of the 
evening was done in this inning, the monotony 
of this kind of play being broken every now 
and then by a sensational masse or an all- 
around-the-table drive for position. 

The marker, John Kendrick, was kept busy 
counting and calling in and out of 
balk while Slosson kept them moving. It 
was the best billiards that Bostonians had 
ever seen, and they appreciated the clever 
work of the New-Yorker. When he gave way 
to the ‘Wizard’? he had 77 to his credit, 
Schaefer opened the fifth inning with three 
and took his seat.

Slosson’s Biggest Run.

NEVER FORGOT HIS TRAINING. 


Old Black Crook Took Hurdles and Water 
Jumps in Harness. 

Wurtestonge Lanpina, N. J., Feb. '7.—Black 
Crook, the old-time hurdler and steéple- 
chaser, is dead. While trying to gain more 
freedom he put his head through a window in 
his stable, autting a vein in his neck. He 
bled to death. He was well known to old 
turfmen and ran many a good race at the 
Union Hill, N. J., track. At that time he was 
owned by Ed Stokes. Black Crook was 22 
years old. He was sired by McWhirter, dam 
Alice Gray.

His driver al- 
ways had to steer clear of water puddles in 
the street. for whenever he came to one or 
any other obstacle he would-jamp over it. 

He at- 
tempted to jump a fence a few days ago 
while he was attached toa wagon, and, al- 
though he cleared it all right, both wagon and 
fence were demolished,
